Gkxtlkmicx : 

I N accordance with the statutory provis- 
ion, the Commissioners of Parks and 
Boulevards herewith submit their tenth 
annual report for the fiscal year just 
past (July I, 1898, to June 30, 1899, 
both days inclusive), setting forth the 
work that has been accomplished ])oth 
as to improvements and maintenance, 
and also showing in detail the receipts 
and expenditures. 

The Board, as provided by law, is composed of four 
Commissioners appointed by the Mayor and confirmed 
by the Common Council one appointed each year to 
serve from June i for a term of four years. 

The annual meeting of the Board for the election 
of a President and \^ice-President, is held on the first 
regular meeting day of the Board in June of each 
year. 

During the first eleven months of the past fiscal 
year, the Board was as follows:

1899, placed Second Avenue Parkway, containing i.ii 
acres under the care and management of this Board, 
and under the act creating the Commissioners of Parks 
and I*oulevards, Shakespeare & Schiller Esplanade 
parkways and Chicago and Boston Boulevard park- 
ways, containing 4.88 acres have for the first time 
been mentioned in the annual report and will be im- 
proved as appropriations are granted for the purpose.

No general plan of house numbering upon the Bou- 
levard had been established, causing great annoyance 
to property owners and others. The Board on May 
31, 1898, requested the Common Council to pass an 
ordinance governing this matter, suggesting that tliegitizedbyLjOOglC 
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Boulevard be divided into four sections, viz. : Eastern 
Grand Boulevard, Northern Grand Boulevard East 
and Northern Grand Boulevard West from Woodward 
avenue, and Western Grand Boulevard. The number- 
ing to commence at No. i at the northeast corner of 
Woodward avenue and the Boulevard and running cast 
to the intersection of the Boulevard running south ; 
this section to be known as the Northern Grand Bou- 
levard East. Commencing at No. i at the southwest 
corner of Woodward avenue and the Boulevard run- 
ning west to the intersection of the Boulevard run- 
ning south; this section to be known as the Northern 
Grand Boulevard West. Commencing at No. i at the 
river (to provide for the Boulevard if extended to the 
river, that the numbers may be consecutive) running 
north to the intersection of the Northern Grand 
Boulevard West ; this section to be known as the 
Western Grand Boulevard. Commencing at No. i at 
the northwest corner of the Boulevard and river (to 
prepare for the emergency that might arise should 
buildings be perrnitted between the river and Jeffer- 
son avenue, and running north to the intersection of 
the Northern Grand Boulevard East; this section to 
be known as the Eastern Grand Boulevard.

The Common Council on September 13, 1898, unani- 
mously adopted an ordinance embodying the above 
suggestions. 



Excursion Boats. 



The landing of excursion boats from neighboring 
cities on Belle Isle Park, over which the Board liad 
no control, was a source of great annoyance, and tlic 
Board requested the Common Council to amend the 
ordinance placing the landing of boats other than fer- 
ries under the charge and direction of the Commis- 
sioners of Parks and Boulevards, and on December 13, 
1898, an ordinance was unanimously adopted by the 
Common Council. That portion of the ordinance re- 
lating to the jurisdiction of the Commissioners of Parks

The American Park and 
Outdoor Art Association held 
,T its second annual convention in 
r Minneapolis June 22 to 25. 1898. 
The Commissioners of Parks and 
Boulevards were represented at 
this convention by President Balsley 
and Secretary Hurlbut, the former 
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being unanimously elected Second Vice-President of p*""* convention 
the Association. Upon invitations from the Mayor of 
the City of Detroit, the Common Council, the various 
newspapers, the Commissioners of Parks and Boule- 
vards and others, the Association held its third annual 
convention at the Hotel Cadillac in this city June 2j, 28 
and 29. 1899. The members of the Association in at- 
tendance were representatives 'of the leading park sys- 
tems throughout the country and many suggestions 
on park improvement were of great value. Both the 
practical side and artistic effects were considered from 
various standpoints, many of which were of a novel 

character. 

« 

The maintenance and improvements in general upon maintenance 
the park system have been carried on in the most econ- 
omical manner ; every effort being made to keep within 
the limited amount appropriated. Contingencies have 
arisen w^hich have been temporarily cared for until an 
appropriation could be had to properly do the work. 

The only improvement of note upon Belle Isle Park improvements. 
was the erection of the public shelter pavilion, situated ^ 

on the west side of Vista avenue, just south of the 
canal adjacent to which is a large field, which it is the 
intention to convert into athletic grounds, that the 
sports may be viewed from the building. 

The improvements at Palmer Park were largely con- 
fined to the completion and extension of roads, walks 
and work already commenced, but the most marked 
cliange wa? made near the log cabin, where was 
erected a tool house and also a thatched straw roof 
horse shelter for public use, which in itself carries out yi> 

the rural effect suggested by the donor of the park, 
Hon. Thomas W. Palmer, in the erection of tlie log 
cabin and preservation of the surroundings. 

The improvements in Clark, Owen, Perrien, Cass 
and the many other small parks and parkways were 
given due attention in accordance with the appropria- 
tion allowed.

character made for tlie convenience of and to enhance 
the enjoyment of the sij^^ht-seers who daily visit the 
parks and for the betterment of the park and boule- 
vard system. Amonp^ these may be mentioned a pri- 
vate telephone system, which has been established on 
Relic Isle Park connectinj2^ the phaetc^i cashier's office 
at the north end of the Belle Isle bridj^e, the casino, 
bath house, skatinjj^ pavilion and the east end of the 
island with the island office and by switch with the 
city office; saving much valuable time, as what was 
formerly done by messenger is now accomplished at 
once by telephone, thus makinp^ a financial saving as 
\vell as facilitating the business of the Board. 

Palmer I'ark has also been connected by telephone 
with the city office. Formerly messengers w^ere sent 
almost daily during the busy season to that park and 
on account of the great distance, each trip would con- 
sume half a day besides the payment of two street car 
fares. 

The parks being a part of the educational system of 
ihe city, it was determined to commence the labeling 
of t»-ees and shrubs, that both the rising generation as 
well as the more mature, might become familiar not 
only with the scientific but with the common name. 
together with the families to whicli they belong, and 
the countries of which they are native. 

The zoological department on Belle Tsle Park has 
l)ecn increased but little during the past year ; the ad- 
ditions, however, were made with a view to extending 
the number and kinds of animals and mating them, 
where possible. 

During tlie month of Xovember eight ostrich chicks 
were liatclicd. the first so far as is known that were 
ever hatclied in a public park. The public seemed to 
take nnich interest in them, judging from the many 
inquiries made both at the city office and at Belle Isle 
Park. Owing to the inade(iuate accommodations for 
their reciuirements, it became necessary to erect a glass 
structure, ^^hich was heated ^>yJj?eUy©6<3^1l^ ^"^^' 
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able depth of sand warmed by pipes, for a floor ; how- zoological department 
ever, before the structtire was completed, the 
chicks died, but the structure, since its completion, ad- 
mirably cares for the old l)irds and allows tlie visitors 
to the park to view them during inclement weather.

The band concerts afforded by tlie appropriation of 
$3,500 was one of the delightful features of the parks 
and undoubtedly enjoyed during the season by vastly 
more people than any other one pleasure afforded by 
the i)ark and boulevard system. From the middle of 
June to tlie close of the season, three concerts weekly 
were given; two upon Belle Isle and one on Clark 
Park. The attendance at these concerts was extremely 
large, and at a single concert it has frequently l)een es- 
timated that from ten to fifteen thousand listeners have 
congregated. Owing to the popularity of this pleas- 
ure, it is hoped that the amount allowed for this pur- 
pose from year to year will be sufficient to permit the 
giving of more concerts, that music may be heard at 
' various times in all of the larger parks. 

The maintenance in some instances has suffered for 
the lack of approi)riation. 

Many unfavorable comments have been made re- 
garding the roadways both upon the Boulevard ami 
l>clle Isle Park, but owing to the inadequate appropria- 
tion allowed, little if anything could be done to care 
for tlicm. The attention of your honorable body was 
es])ecially called to this in past annual reports and in 
order tliat you may become better acquainted with the 
length, width and scjuare yards of paving upon the 
I'oulevard and the number of miles and square yards 
of both roads and walks upon all the parks, which re- 
t|uire care, the following schedule is given:

pleted at an early date, that the Boulevard may be 
thrown open to the public its entire length, and thereby 
enhance its beauty and advantages. 

The buildings upon the park system have been main- buildings. 

tained and the bath-house on Belle Isle Park was thor- 
oughly renovated and opened to the public June 17, 
1899. 

A ticket registering system has been introduced both 
in the park phaeton service and in the bath-house ser- 
vice whereby the tickets are issued upon the register- 
ing of the cash received for the service; the phaeton 
register service showing that there were 148,122 pas- 
sengers carried across the I'elle Isle bridge and 31482 
passengers carried around Belle Isle Park, making a 
total of 179,604 passengers carried by the service. 

The bath-house register system shows that there 
was a total of 38,931 bathers, who availed thenivselves 
of the opportunity, of which 20,802 were accommo- 
dated in the free department. 

A system has been introduced whereby the heads of daily reports. 

the various departments make a daily report showing 
the number of men employed, together with a sum- 
mary of work performed and also other employes (ex- 
cluding laborers) are furnished with blanks upon 
which to report the happenings, accidents, etc., occur- 
ring upon the park and boulevard system, which they 
may have witnessed. These reports are made at the 
close of each day and transmitted to the city office, 
that the Commission may be in constant touch with 
the happenings and progress of work. 

The privileges on I'elle Isle Park, i. c., the Casino privileges. 

and Skating Pavilion refreshment privileges, boating, 
bicycle and pony renting privileges were leased for a 
stipulated rental for the coming year. The Palmer 
Park Casino and picnic refreshment privilege was let 
for Ti per cent, of the gross receipts.

ation, all of which are iiereto annexed and are a part 
of this report.

Gentlemen : 

HEREWITH submit a report of the work- 
done on the Park and Boulevard Sys- 
tem for the year ending June 30, iSc^j. 
It has been a trying year, inasmuch 
as the fall was very late and a full 
force of workmen was employed until 
the end of November, thus causing an 
unusual outlay from a too limited ap- 
propriation, and it was only by the 
strictest economy and the postponement of several 
projects ordered by 'your Board that the year was 
closed without a deficit. 

The heavy teaming during the fall, winter and BEttt isle park. 
spring cut the roadways badly, even breaking into the 
foundation course in places: thus making their repair 
in the spring a laborious task, especially as the five- 
ton horse roller was ])roken l^y falling through a 
wooden bridge on Belle Isle Park and was out of use 
at the critical time that the ground was settling. 

The making of the drives around the Shelter Pa- 
vilion was anticipated by drawing a large amount of 
slag on the ground during the winter, when the horses 
were not otherwise employed. 

So many ])eople now visit the head of the Island, 
that a horse drinking fountain, having also ice water 
for people, was constructed ; this obviates the pumping 
of water by hand for horses, as was formerly done, 
and gives two foiuitains for picnic parties, which dis- 
penses with the only remaining water tank at this 
place. To feed this fountain, a thousand feet of four- 
inch water pipe was laid, which is a continuation of 

gitizedby 

the water svstem around the Island. 
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To facilitate the watering of the lawns and to save 
hose 2,761 feet of one and tw'o-inch galvanized iron 
pipe was laid west of the Casino. This system should 
be extended, as there are many places yet that the 
florists have to use five hundred feet of hose, where 
with this pipe system from fifty to seventy-five feet 
would be ample, and the cost of the pipe system would 
be paid in the saving of hose alone in tw-o years, and 
the work can be done more rapidly. 

The stone bridge across the lagoon at the menagerie, 
ground was enlarged by day labor, and the foot bridge 
over the canal below the Skating Pavilion was com- 
pleted by contract. 

The carpentry department made temjxjrary repairs 
to the wooden bridges; also extensive repairs to the 
boat-house, besides numerous repairs to the Casino, 
Skating Pavilion, several toilet pavilions, as well as 
work on the entire system. 

The phaeton service was carefully managed and the 
public well accommodated. Any system of conveyance 
by horse power is inadequate in rush days; even the 
ferries and street cars are over-crowded. Many of the 
phaetons were repaired and all were provided with 
brakes and one new one was purchased. 

The sprinkling wagons were fitted w'ith modern 
sprinkling attachment*^, which enabled them to do 
double the work lierotofore accc.mplishcd. 

The work of the teams was so managed that they 
were employed continually throughout the year. The 
num])er of horses on hand at the present time is forty- 
eight, and in the hands of well-trained teamsters, a 
great saving is made as compared with hired tcam<.. 

The Zoological Department is deservingly popular. 
Each specimen is healthy and wholesome looking. It 
would be well to increase the collection, es]")eciallv by 
the addition of such animals and birds as are hardy in 
this climate. 

The S5CX) a])pn)])riate(l fnr walks and roads was 
nearly all spent for ^jravel alone, and was imly suffi-

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cient to repair a few of the worst places. There are 23 ecLLt isLt park. 
miles of roads on the Island, all of which is surfaced 
with gravel, which from its very nature is easily cut 
up at every thaw, and as the ground is all low and 
during the spring it is full of water, the heavy team- 
ing cuts up the road to its foundation, thereby keeping 
it in a very unsatisfactory condition. The most feas- 
ible way to remedy this is to entirely resurface the 
roads with crushed stone or trap rock. Some of the 
drives will require a foundation, as the gravel is spread 
on clay. 

At the present time, stone can be obtained cheap, 
as it is removed from the streets, and I would recom- 
mend that all of this stone be acquired by this Board 
until all the Island and Boulevard roads are resurfaced 
and the unfinished driveways of the Boulevard are 
completed. Cobble stone costs now, delivered, about 
seventy cents per cubic yard, and when the supply 
from the streets is once gone, it will cost nearly $2.00 
per cubic yard. 

The green-house last winter was crowded to its ut- greenhouse. 
most capacity, to care for the increasing number of 
palms and to raise the required number of bedding 
plants. But little repairs were made to the present 
structures, as they w^ill be superseded by new Iniild- 
ings, for which $6,000 is appropriated, it being under- 
stood that this amount will build but a portion of the 
needed range. Over 300,000 plants were raised for the 
various parks, into which thev were bedded out at the 
usual time. The flower beds along Central avenue are ^ 

beitig replaced by shrubs and the herl)aceous plants, I 

and the flower beds concentrated more in the cultivated 1 

portions of the Island and in the city parks. • 

The original forest trees which are one of the feat- 
ures of the Island are withstanding the change from 
an untrodden forest to a populated park none too well, ' 1 

although there was less loss this past year than for- W ; 

merly. The hickories and silver maples suffer the I 

most, and the dead limbs in the tops of the pin oaks i I 

foretell their decay. T would recommend that during)igitizedby vjO(t)QlC 
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the fall and winter, they receive a dressing of com- 
posted manure and ground bone to supply them with 
food for which they, are starving. 

Being in possession of the steam roller purchased 
during the previous year, it has made it possible to 
keep in repair the lloulevard roadways that had begun 
to show ruts. This was especially noticeable between 
McGraw and Eighteenth street and from Greenwood 
to Woodward. In fact, the whole Boulevard west of 
Woodward avenue was carefully leveled and rolled. 

The resurfacing between Eighteenth street and 
Twelfth street, done the previous year, was continued 
to Greenwood avenue on the northern driveway. 

A stone crusher has been acquired and is a valuable 
acquisition. Stone can be purchased cheap delivered 
near the Boulevard, and as this crusher is portable, it 
can Ix set up wherever the stone is piled, and thus a 
large saving is made, as compared with purchasing the 
crushed material. The building of the eastern drive- 
way between Fort and Lafayette and Howard and 
Porter streets is just being completed. The roadways 
on the banks of the subway were completed as far as 
the appropriation would allow. The money allowed 
for the side roadways at Dequindre street bridge was 
only sufficient to put in the curb. 

The intersection of Champlain street and the Boule- 
vard was paved with brick, and temporary opening 
was made for Kercheval, Berlin and Sylvester avenues. 

The money for the improvement of lawns was 
largely used in front of lots where ])uildings are l)eing 
constructed, and it will be necessary to continue this 
work until the Boulevard is built up and all the lawns 
are regraded, enriched and sodded. I would strongly 
recommend that an additional appropriation of Si/xx) 
be allowed that the lawns on the more thickly settled 
portions of the Boulevard be kept down with a lawn 
mower. 

Extensive progress has been made in the laying of 
cement sidewalks. On the Eastern l>c)ulevard, walks 
have l)een laid on the east side of the driveway from

Agnes north to Frontenac with a few breaks, and be- 
tween Mack and Frontenac on the west side from 
Champlain to Mack and from Gratiot to Frontenac. 
On the Northern r»oulevard, a few walks between 
John R and Cameron and a nearly unbroken stretch 
from (ireenwood to (jrand River, and on the Western 
Uoulevard many pieces from Fort to Myrtle, making 
a total of 4.6 miles, in addition to which the needful 
intersections in the same localities were laid by your 
Board.

The roads which were commenced the previous year 
were completed. The barn at the log cabin sat so 
close to the driveway, that it gave a cramped appear- 
ance ; to remedy this, it was moved back to a niche in 
the woods, and near it was built a needed w'orkrooni 
and tool-house and a thatched roof horse shelter, all of 
which combine nicely in carrying out the rural design 
of this park. 

To accommodate more thoroughly the pul^lic, pro- 
vision was made in the picnic pavilion for the caterer 
to sell ice cream, soda water, milk, etc. A flag pole 
was elected near the log cabin and a cascade was 
niadc at Lake Higenio, the ground back of which i:> 
not yet completed. 

The general policy and features of the park were 
outlined and adopted by the Commission, of which the 
following are the salient points: The park is to be 
rustic and rural and the improvements are to conform 
to this idea. The native woods are to remain intact. 
A plantation is to l)c made on Merrill Plaisance of 
native Michigan plants, which will be a Michigan 
botanical garden, and in the main the floral work will 
l)e nuicli on the same line. 



Clark Park. 



The increasing pi)i)iilarity of this park made several 
changes necessary. The nuisic pavilion near the north 
end of the park way moved furtlier south to a point 
more convenient to the audience on concert days and 
the locality where the pavilion formerly stood was 
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cl/trk Park. raised to a higher grade by the addition of 280 yards 

of dirt. 

One of the fountains from the City Hall was re- 
moved to this park, where with some modification of 
the water display, it makes a desired acquisition. 

Twenty-five hundred feet of surface water pipe was 
laid through the center and north part of the park, and 
if this system of pipes were carried through the south- 
ern end this coming year, it would be possible to ex- 
tend the plantations of flowers and shrubs unifonnly 
throughout the park. 

A flag pole was erected at the junction of the lake 
and driveway. The foundation was found to be very 
soft and the base of the pole and the braces were em- 
bedded in cement, which gave the required stability. 

The banks of the lake were graveled and the chil- 
dren given full freedom to play in the water and sail 
toy Ixats, which pleasure is a much coveted one and 
does not now defile the water. 

The completion and occupancy of the Western High 
School, adjacent to this park, made it necessary to 
introduce some new paths. For the same reason it 
would be much appreciated if more attention were paid 
to keeping the lake in condition for skating during the 
winter. 

Tile past severe winter has killed a number of the 
larger trees. 



PCRRICN'PARK. 



The funds appropriated for this park were only suf- 
ficient to place a fountain that was removed from the 
City Hall lawn and to lay a system of water pipe, leav- 
ing a major portion of the lawn in an unfinished condi- 
tion. The plantations of trees and shrubs are making 
rapid progress and as soon as the lawns are completed. 
these trees will he sizeable enough to furnish consider- 
able shade. The appropriations for the coming year 
should be largely devoted to the completion of the 
lawns, the placing of a drinking fountain and the re- 
surfacing of certain portions of the walks. _ 
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Owen Park. The Upper portioii of the park is completed and it is 

hoped that tlie funds allowed the coming year will 
finish the walks and landscape the lower level. 

Washington Park. Although as vet there has been no money available 

for the improvement of this parkway, much work has 
been done in making better walks, sodding worn-out 
places and in decorating with flower beds and vases, all 
of which is greatly appreciated, as this park is probably 
seen by more strangers than any other park of Uie 
system. 

Grand Circus Park. ^*^^^ ^^^^^^ ^^^^ ^^^^^ doUC in tllCSC tWO parks, CXCept tO 

keep them up to a high state of cultivation. The main 
walks in these parks should be made more serviceable 
for winter and spring use, as at those times, they are 
quite muddy. 

Cass Park. The lawus received a heavy dressing of compost 

(luring the past winter, the beneficial effect of which is 
very apparent on the lawns, and it is hoped that it will 
invigc^rate the older trees, which are suffering for fer- 
tility. Many of the trees are too close together for a 
healthy growth, and it would be advisable to take out 
the pG(;rcr specimens before the others are permanently 
injured. 



Small Parks. 



Care-Takers. 



Tlie many smaller parks throughout the city were 
well cared for, but little was done in the way of im- 
provement except that a surface water pipe system 
has been extended during the past year until now in 
the Older parks but one length of hose is required for 
watering. 

The funds for care-takers being exhausted, they 
were not put on initil June ist, after which date all the 
sniall parks were placed in first-class condition. 

F(;r future use of the city parks and boulevard, 
al)out 800 cubic yards of manure were gathered and 
are being composted. Digitized by GoOglc 
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Tlie stock in the nursery is being kept up to the 
usual amount. The extremely hard winter killed back 
many varieties and some were destroyed entirely. 
Many trees will reach planting out size this comini^: 
year, but the greater number will not l)e large enough 
to remove for two or three seasons yet. It is hoped 
that the coming year will see the nursery more thor- 
oughly established by having a propagating house and 
storage cellar and this branch of the park work given 
the attention it deserves.

Gentlemen — In accordance with the statutory provision 
in the Act of the Legislature creating the Commissioners of 
Parks and Boulevards, this, the eleventh annual report, for 
the fiscal year of 1899 and 1900 (commencing July 1, 1899 and 
ending June 30, 1900, both days inclusive) is herewith pre- 
sented for your consideration.

the end of the fiscal year just past, also the estimates asked, 
appropriations allowed, bonds issued, etc.

MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 

The Board consists of four Commissioners, who serve 
gratuitously for a term of four years from June 1st, one being- 
appointed by the Mayor of the City and confirmed by the 
Common Council each year. 

Hon. P. H. A. Balsley was reappointed commissioner to 
succeed himself on June 5, and qualified and took his seat 
Monday, June 11, 1900. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The annual meeting of the Board is held on the first regu- 
lar meeting day in June for the election of a President and 
Vice-President and the appointment of standing Committees.

Park improvement bonds to the amount of $150,000 were, 
in accordance with an act of the legislature, and upon a vote 
of the people, advertised and sold by the City Controller to 
the highest bidder at a premium of $9,811.00, for the im- 
provement of Belle Isle Park by first erecting and equipping- 
a combined aquarium and horticultural building and should 
a surplus remain, it shall be used in constructing zoo- 
logical buildings, etc. 

AQUARIUM AND HORTICUI.TUKAI. BUILDING. 

The Board in December, 1899, apppointed a Committee 
consisting of the Building Committee and the Secretary to 
make a trip of investigation to cities where aquaria and 
horticultural buildings could be examined and a report made 
to the end that the Board might determine the requirements 
of such buildings. The Committee reported in January, 1900, 
in detail, recommending that the structure be a combined 
building and that the aquarium be built beneath the horti- 
cultural building and that it be located on the south side of 
Belle Isle Park, near Inselruhe Road. 

The Board invited a committee of citizens to act as an 
advisory committee in selecting the site for the building and 
also a committee of three members of the Michigan Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects to act with the Board 
in formulating a code of competition for designs for the 
building. The citizens committee and committee of archi- 
tects together with the Board met at Belle Isle Park, February 
3, 1900, and unanimously agreed upon the site recommended 
by the committee who made the tour of investigation. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

A special assessment was spread upon Boulevard property 
for sidewalks laid by the Board in conformity with the pro- 
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visions of an Act amending- an Act to provide for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the Boulevard, approved May 
29, 1893, as follows :

ACQUISITIONS. 

Hon. Thos. W. Palmer g-enerously presented to the City 
of Detroit, a parkway entrance to Palmer Park, from Wood- 
ward Avenue, containing- seven 
and one one-hundredth acres of 
land with a frontag-e on Wood- 
ward Avenue of six hundred 
eighty-four and forty-two one- 
hundredths feet. When the road- 
way and other improvements are 
made on this parkway, such as 
landscaping, etc., it will add scene on belle isle. 

much to the pleasure of the sightseers who avail themselves 
of the delightful drive out Woodward Avenue and through 
Palmer Park. 
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In order to straighten the Boulevard property line, there 
were several pieces of property required, which were obtained 
by gift or purchase, as follows : 

A. strip of land at the south-east corner of Baker Street 
and the Western Grand Boulevard, 2 feet front on Baker 
and running" south from Baker to the alley along the Boule- 
vard was presented to the city by the heirs of Bela Hubbard. 

A strip of land at the north-east corner of the intersection 
of Frontenac and the Eastern Grand Boulevard 50 feet by 127 
was purchased for $1,800.

honorable body, paid from the contingent fund of the city. 
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BAND CONCERTS. 

The number of people visiting- the parks has, unquestion- 
ably, larg-ely increased during- the past year, and it is believed 
the increase is due partially to the open air concerts, which 
called multitudes from the hot, dusty streets to the parks 
where they were not only entertained by refined and pleasing- 
music, but enjoyed an outing- in the fresh open air. 

It was not uncommon for hundreds of families and parties 
to make special arrangements to meet in the picnic groves on 
band concert afternoons, where they could enjoy a picnic 
outing-, and at the same time, the music. 

The concerts have been g-iven in nearly all of the parks, 
but principally in Belle Isle and Clark Parks, as some of the 
parks in the central part of the city were too small to accom- 
modate the larg-e number of people who cong-reg-ated to hear 
the music.

Statistics 
from Boston and New York show that much good has been 
accomplished, the grounds affording the children outdoor 
recreation as well as healthful exercise. Your attention is 
called to this subject, as it is believed it should be taken up 
in the near future. 
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SHADE TREES ON PUBLIC STREETS. 

In the last annual report your attention was called to the 
great injury by insects to the trees along the public streets. 
The pests have not decreased, but on the contrary, have 
increased. 

The trees on the public streets of this city are the pride 
of every citizen, and some action by your honorable body 
should be taken, that the trees may be preserved and the 
beauty of the city in no way marred.

A number of old ice water tanks have been replaced by 
new and sightly ice water drinking* fountains. 

Some of the old toilet buildings and rooms have been re- 
modeled by supplying" flushing closets in place of the old and 
unsanitary earth closets. 




ZEBU-SACRED CATTLE. 

The road from Belle Isle bridge to the casino on both sides 
of the loop canal have been resurfaced with broken stone at 
the remarkably low price of about 60 cents per square yard, a 
result accomplished by taking the cobble from the public 
streets, at practically no cost for the cobble, and crushing the 
same by the crusher owned by the Commission. The atten- 
tion of your honorable body is especially called to this road 
and you are requested to make a special examination of the 
same, to the end that for the years to come, a liberal appro- 
priation may be allowed for the improvement of the roads on 
Belle Isle Park. \2] ^ , 
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The sheltered dock is fast decaying* and at no far distant 
day it must be replaced either in its present locality or some 
other. We are of the opinion that a new dock should be 
built on the south side of Belle Isle Park, near the present 
Inselruhe dock, and it mig-ht be wise to build in connection 
therewith a casino building- of a permanent character, either 
of stone or brick, which would be so arranged that visitors 
would have not only a view of the river but of the park, and 
in the winter it would be in close proximity to the skating- 
lake. The building would be nearer the center of Belle 
Isle than the present casino and close to the zoological 
department. 




PRAIRIE DOQ CAQE. 



The money appropriated for bridges would permit of the 
building of but one. Therefore, Bridge No. 14 was con- 
structed over Nashua Canal, on Vista Avenue. 
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The zoolog-ical department has been somewhat improved 
by concentration, i. e., the buffalo and elk have been placed 
in a portion of the deer paddock, thus enabling the public to 
see them, which improvement is thoroughly appreciated by 
this department's many visitors. 

Of eight ostriches hatched June 29, 1899, three are living 
and are fine, large specimens. These are the only ostriches 
ever hatched and reared in a public park. 

A prairie dog cage, twelve dogs and two prairie owls have 
been added to the zoological department, and have proven an 
attractive feature.

The present old green-houses are inadequate for the park 
system, but this will be remedied as soon as the new range of 
green-houses is completed. 

The number of park phaetons and horses for the transpor- 
tation of passengers to and from Jefferson Avenue, across the 
bridge and around the park is far from being sufficient to 
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care for the large crowds and the increased travel, as shown 
by the park service registers. The inability of the phaeton 
service to properly accommodate the public is very annoying", 
and many complaints have been made. 

The bath-house was well attended, considering the con- 
dition of the weather. Many thousands patronizing the 
service. 




BEAVER DAM. 



The maintenance of Belle Isle Park, as usual, exceeded 
the appropriation, and some needed improvements were 
omitted, as the money, of necessity, was used for maintenance 
purposes. The reports of this Commission show that for the 
past ten years, money appropriated for maintenance has been 
insufficient. 

The following names were adopted for Belle Isle roads, 
lakes and canals, and the names of the roads will be posted 
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along* the roadways at the intersections at an early date, that 
the people may become familiar with them : (See map.) 

PLEASURE PLACE— From the east entrance to the bridge near Muir 
fountain, on the north side of Loop Canal to the ferry dock, so named 
because it leads to the bath-honse and boat-house, which are patron- 
ized by thousands of pleasure seekers. 

SUNSET DRIVE— From the west side of the bridge near Muir founUin, 
around the west end of Belle Isle to the outlet of the canal at the 
south-west corner of the island ; so named because a fine view of the 
setting sun can be had. 

CASINO WAY — From the west end of the bridge near Muir fountain, south 
past the casino, around to Sunset Drive, including the roadway up to 
the west side of the bridge over the Loop Canal south of Central 
Avenue bridge ; so named as it is the direct road from Belle Isle bridge 
to the casino. 

MUSE ROAD— Prom the south approach to Belle Isle bridge, south on the 
east side of the Loop Csnal to the intersection of the road at the 
bridge south of Central Avenue bridge, being the direct road from 
Belle Isle bridge to where the people congregate to hear the band 
concerts ; so named in honor of the fabled goddess of music. 

CENTRAL AVENUE— From west to the east end through the center of Belle 
Isle ; so named because of its location. 

RIVER BANK ROAD— From the south approach to Belle Isle bridge, east 
along the river on the north side of Belle Isle to the bridge at the 
north-east corner of the island ; so named as it follows along the bank 
of the river 

LAKESIDE DRIVE— From the bridge at the north-east corner of Belle 
Isle, south to the bridge near the light-house ; so named because of 
the fine view of Lake St. Clair from this drive. 

THE STRAND— From the bridge near the light-house, west along the river 
to the bridge at the south-west comer of Belle Isle ; so named as it 
follows the beach the entire length of the island. 

PICNIC WAY — From Central Avenue at the rustic drinking fountain, south- 
east to The Strand, through the picnic grounds ;• so named on account 
of its location. 

LOITER WAY— From the east approach of the bridge, south of Central 
Avenue bridge, east on the south side of the picnic and zoological 
grounds to Vista Avenue ; so named because of the large number of 
sightseers who linger along this roadway, viewing the animals and 
other interesting sights. 
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WAYSIDE PLACE— From the intersection of Muse Road and Loiter Way 
eastr passing the skating pavilion on a circle to Loiter Way ; so 
named as it is a side road from the main thoroughfare to the skating 
pavilion. 

INSELRUHE ROAD— Running north and south past the police station, 
zoological grounds and Inselruhe, being the name established many 
years ago for this road, and meaning island rest. 

VISTA AVENUE— From north to south across Belle Isle, passing the shel- 
ter pavilion ; so named as it is the only road showing a vista across 
the island. 

TANGLEWOOD DRIVE— From the interseetion of Central and Vista 
Avenues, running east through the wild wood, and connecting again 
with Central Avenue ; so named as the road is skirted by the natural 
wild wood and tangled underbrush. 

OAK WAY — From Riverbank Road, east to Lakeside Drive ; so named 
because of the oak trees located along this roadway. 

WILDWOOD PASS— From Oak Way, running south to Central Avenue ; 
so named as the forest is particularly wild through which this road 



WOODSIDE DRIVE— From Lakeside Drive near the horse drinking fouu 
tain, south-west to The Strand ; so named as the road skirts the 
forest. 

MEADOW ROAD — From Oak Way, running west and connecting with Oak 
Way again ; so named as the road leads out into the meadow and 
back again. 

SHADOW NOOK— From Central Avenue to Central Avenue, a distance of 
about 600 feet ; so named on account of the dense shade on this drive. 

HERMIT'S PASS— From Tanglewood Drive in the woods, running south, 
passing over bridge No. 15 ; so named as the road is but little used. 

RAMBLE BANK— The roadway or cycle path along the north bank of 
Nashua Canal from near the shelter pavilion, running east to Wood- 
side Drive ; so named because of the large number of visitors who 
wander along the banks of the canal. 

NASHUA CANAL— The canal leading from Muskoday Lake to Takoma 
Lake. 

LOOP CANAL — The canal which forms part of a circle at the west end of 
Belle Isle Park. 

MARSH RUN— The canal commencing at the first bridge east from Belle 
Isle bridge on Riverbank Road, and running south-west to Loop Canal. 
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LAKE MUSKODAY— The lake at the north-east corner of Belle Isle. 

LAKE OKONOKA— The lake at the south-east comer of Belle Isle. 

LAKE TAKOMA— The lake at the south-west comer of Belle Isle, formerly 
known as Skating I^ke. 

PALMKK PARK. 

In Palmer Park, there has been erected for the nurser}- 
department a propagating house, and a fair start in the prop- 
agating- of trees and shrubs has been made. 

The heating plant in the casino 
has been completed ; it works satis- 
factorily and heats the casino ad- 
mirably. 

Two ice water drinking fount- 
ains have been constructed of stone; 
one in the picnic ground and the 
other, representing a cave, in the 
woods on the walk leading from 
the log cabin to the casino. 

The Palmer Parkway entrance 

from Woodward Avenue to the 

Park, which Hon. T. W. Palmer presented to the city in 

18*>9, will be open to the public as an entrance to Palmer 

Park, at an early date. 




CLARK PARK. 

Clark Park has been more than crowded with visitors the 
past season ; in fact it is patronized more, proportionately, 
than any other park in the city. 

The old toilet building which was arranged for men and 
women, has been remodeled, and now accommodates only 
women, and a new toilet building for men has been erected, 
in addition to which there is a tool house and yard for rub- 
bish nearly hidden by shrubbery. 

The skating lake in this park was appreciated as the pic- 
ture on page 8 of the skaters will attest. 
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SMALL PARKS. 

The small parks, parkways and breathing" places, some 
twenty-five in number have each had some improvement, and 
all have been cared for as well as possible with the limited 
fund appropriated for maintenance and care-takers. 

BOULEVARD. 

The roadways on the Boulevard of necessity must at an 
early date all be resurfaced, as at the present time in many 
places the surface is gone and the foundation stones are 
working up through the roadway, causing the public to con- 
tinually complain. The attention of your honorable body 
was called to the number of square yards in the Boulevard 
and Park roadways in the last annual report, viz : 377,503.61 
square yards of roadway on the Boulevard, a large part of 
which required resurfacing then, since which time one year 
has past, and now, more of it requires resurfacing. 

There are several sections of the Boulevard yet uncom- 
pleted. The eastern roadway from Gratiot to Mack Avenue, 
and the western roadway between Grand River Avenue and 
Buchanan Street, and also all of that section of the Boulevard 
from Buchanan to Myrtle Street. It would seem wise to im- 
prove some one section, or at least a portion of a section each 
year. 

The Boulevard is each year becoming more popular and 
necessarily the cost of maintenance must increase. It is sin- 
cerely hoped that the money asked for maintaining-, not only for 
the Boulevard, but the entire system, in the annual estimates 
will be allowed, as it is not economy to improve any portion 
of the system unless the same is properly maintained. 

At a reg-ular meeting of the Board held May 7, the 
Secretary and General Manager requested the Board to 
set aside a day to be known as '* Children's Day" on Belle 
Isle Park and that some simple form of entertainment be 
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g"iven ; and after due and careful consideration, the Board 
determined to inaugurate such a day, and the Secretary was 
directed to carry the same into effect, and on Saturday,- May 
26, Children's Day was held on Belle Isle. It was estimated 
that there were not less than 100,000 present, the majority 
being" children. The entertainment consisted of a May pole 
and other fancy dances by little children on a raised platform. 
The unfurling of an American flag by a little girl was the 
signal for thousands of children to sing America. Three 
hundred and sixty-five balloons were sent up by as many 
children, representing the days of the year. A band concert 
followed which concluded the exercises of the day. A tent 
for lost children was provided in which 183 children were 
cared for ; at 7.30 P. M. all had been returned to their parents, 
and no accident marred the pleasure of the day. 

The Mayor of our city suggested that the day be celebrated 
annually on some fixed day other than Saturday, and that it 
be made a legal holiday. It is earnestly hoped by this Board 
that your honorable body will set aside a day in May to be a 
holiday known as "Children's Day." 



THB POLICY OF THE COMMISSION. 

The policy of the Commission has been strictly adhered 
to, i. e., that the parks shall always be open to all citizens 
on absolutely equal terms ; special privileges to no one, nor 
the use of the parks for any purpose not practically common 
to all, and consistent with the proper use of public parks. 

CONCLUSION. 

The parks are growing in popularity and in importance 

and the crowds visiting them are yearly increasing in num- 
bers. Each improvement requires attention, all of which 
means maintenance ; therefore your honorable body is re- 
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quested to carefully consider this matter in g-rantingf the 
yearly appropriations, and if in your judgement, the estimates 
asked must be reduced, reduce them in the amount asked for 
improvements, but in any event, grant the money asked for 
maintenance, for what is the use of makings improvements 
unless they can be maintained. 

O. A. Farwell, botanist of this city, who has made con- 
siderable study of plant life about our parks and city, has 
furnished this Board with a list of native plants, most of 
which are found on the park system, and will appear as a 
part of this report. 

The General Superintendent's report and the Secretar3' 
and General Manager's report are both included as a part of 
this report.

To the Honorable^ the Co7nmissioners of Parks and 
Boulevards:- 

Genti^emen: The following- report will give in detail the 
main points of the work accomplished during the past fiscal 
year. 

Owing to insufficient appropriations for 
the previous year, much work was left un- 
done, thereby causing an increased cost in 
putting the parks in condition during the first 
two months of the present fiscal year. The 
general aim has been to keep the entire system 
in a neat and tidy condition and to that end 
careful attention was given to resodding the 
worn out places in the down town parks as 
fast as they appeared ; to the more thorough 
sprinkling of driveways ; the cutting out of 
the dead and unsightly branches from the old 
trees besides the many small details which add 
to the comfort and convenience of the public. 
There is still great need for improvements 
along this line and a lack of funds to meet 
the ever increasing requirements of a rapidly 
growing system makes it necessary to limit 
such improvement and care more than what is 
consistent with the standard set by this well 
kept city. 




SCENE— BELLE ISLE. 
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ENGINBERING DEPARTMENT. 

Besides giving the levels and grades for the sidewalk 
laid on the Boulevard, surveying, verifying deeds and de- 
scriptions of property acquired to straighten the Boulevard 
line and the general engineering work of the system, great 
progress has been accomplished in the re-survey of Belle Isle 
Park, which map is now being bound in book form, which 
will include when finished not only the surface contour but 
the underground systems of water, sewer, electric light and 
telephone conduits, etc. Much of this information has been 
fragmentary or entirely lacking and it is none too soon that 
such data be permanently recorded and it is at this time no 
small task to obtain this knowledge. 

A map of the Boulevard in book form has been prepared 
during the past year. Some progress has been made in ob- 
taining the data of the water supply and location of sewers 
in the older of the city parks, and it is desirable that during 
the coming year, maps of the city parks be made in book 
form. 

GREEN-HOUSE DEPARTMENT. 

It being necessary to continue work in the present range 
of greenhouses the center benches of two more houses were 
removed and the space given for the storage of the palms. 
This limits the growing of such bedding plants as take up 
considerable room during the winter, in place of which the 
stock of seedlings has been largely increased, thus allowing 
the same amount of planting as heretofore. It is too early to 
give the exact number of plants raised, but a close estimate 
would be 350,000 flowering plants, which have been set out on 
the parks and boulevards. A system of examination for work- 
men in the floricultural and horticultural lines inaugurated by 
your Board, which carries with it increased pay over ordinary 
labor is proving very satisfactory and it is believed that the 
work will be done better and more economically than here- 
tofore. 
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BEIJ.E ISLE PARK. 

Every endeavor was made to keep the park in condition 
to sustain the wear and tear of daily use b}- thousands of 
people. Certain portions of the lawn received a dressing^ of 
manure early in the winter and many portions were re-seeded 
during- the spring". The watering- of lawns during- the dry 
season was extended to include the trees in the picnic g-round; 
the beneficial effect of which was readily seen in the foliag^e 
during" the latter part of the season. 

The drives and lawns at the Belle Isle bridg-e approach 
were completed as far as the money appropriated would 
allow. The resurfacing" of the roads was extended from the 
Belle Isle bridg-e approach to Central Avenue on Muse Road; 
and on Casino Way, from bridg-e No. 2, over Loop Canal to 
near the Casino. It was necessary in doings this work to 
remove a considerable portion of the g-ravel from the road 
and replace it with slag and cinders for sub-foundation. 
The roads made with this system of slag" for foundation 
covered with coarse crushed stone with its proper amount of 
surfacing- is proving- most satisfactory ; the driving over 
these roads is equal to that of almost any street in the city 
and they are withstanding it in the best possible manner. 

The $500 allowed for purchase and planting of trees and 
shrubs was entirely used in planting, the material coming 
from the nursery on Belle Isle Park. The lawns at the Noth 
Belle Isle bridge approach were heavily' planted to shut from 
view the buildings on either side of the driveway, that the en- 
trance to the bridge might have a more park-like appearance. 
Considerable planting was also done around the stone and 
iron bridges and at the north end of Vista Ave. all of which 
planting produced a wonderful change in the appearance of 
the various places planted in proportion to the small amount 
of money expended. 

The funds for the improvements of grounds around the 
shelter pavilion were used principally in making roadways 
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besides a large amount of grading- was done, the canal in 
front excavated but at present the landscaping was left un- 
finished. 

Three new ice water drinking fountains were built in the 
picnic grounds, the work being about completed at this date. 

Considerable improvement was 
made in the water system by adding 
more connections along Central 
Avenue thus doing away with the 
stretching of the hose across the 
driveway. The water system as 
planned contemplated a hydrant or 
water connection every 300 feet and 
as fast as this work is done, much 
labor will be saved in laying long 
stretches of hose as is now the 
custom.

CARPENTRY DEPARTMENT. 

The carpentry department has had a very busy year in 
making the numerous repairs necessary. Besides strength- 
ening all of the wooden bridges on Belle Isle much work has 
been done in making over wagons, lepairing phaetons, 
building swingSt mending benches, improving Inselruhe, 
changing stalls in horse barn, strengthening docks, building 
over the buffalo and elk shelter, general painting and many 
small repairs too numerous to mention. 



PALMER PARK. 



Immediately after the Woodward Ave. entrance to the 
Park came under the control of your Board, work was begun 
on the roadway. The excavation, sewer connections and 
tiling were completed before cold weather. The adjacent 
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laws were plowed and kept cultivated during the remainder 
of the year to thoroughly rot the sod preparatory to leveling 
and planting it. The graveling of the roadways was post- 
poned to the coming year. 

The botanic garden of Michigan plants ordered by your 
Board last year was taken up and the ground alloted for the 
purpose was placed under cultivation. During the spring of 
this year nearly 200 species of trees and shrubs were planted, 
it being the intention to commence the collection of the 
native herbaceous plants as well as to add the species of 
trees and shrubs not already obtained, as fast as possible. 

The open ground between 
the casino and woods was 
leveled and seeded. There 
were planted in this ground 
about 2,000 trees and shrubs. 
Plans were made for planting 
the new entrance and the park 
adjacent to the new roadways, 
which work should progress 
this coming fall. 

Extensive planting is need- 
ed around the border drive, that it may be established and 
lend attraction to the road when completed. 

The nursery propagating house, built during this year 
was well filled and did excellent service, although the start 
was rather late and the need of a storage pit somewhat de- 
creased the output. There were planted from the nursery 
in the various city parks and boulevards about 6,000 trees 
and shrubs while about the same number acquired mostly 
by purchase were set in the nursery to obtain a larger 
growth before planting. It is yet too early to give definite 
figures of the plants obtained from the propagating house 
but it can be said that 20,000 cuttings and about 
8,000 herbaceous plants were propagated besides many seed- 
lings.

Beyond the construction and the remodeling* of the toilets 
there was but little work done in the park. The lake bottom 
was g-raveled, the roadways repaired, a crushed stone walk 
laid in place of the roadway on a line with Porter St. and an 
ice-water drinking- fountain constructed. The park is in

need of extensive border planting- to screen it from the heat 
and dust from the street as well as to hide it from scenes not 
belong-ing- to park landscape. It is to be hoped that the mat- 
ter can be taken up at once, the g-round prepared and the 
planting- done this coming* year that the effect may be ob- 
tained as soon as possible. 
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OWEN PARK. 

The work done in this park consisted in fillingf from the 
lower terrace toward the river in such a way that there will 
be a g-radual slope. 

It is the intention to plant the dock and to that end, the 
sub soil was removed, a winding driveway filled with slag- 

and surfaced with gravel 
was constructed and the re- 
maining ground filled with 
loam for future planting. 
Thc shallow water on either 
side of the dock should be 
filled, because at the present 
time the sewerage collects 
and the result is most un- 
sanitary and unsightly. It 
would require 27,000 cubic 
yards to complete this fill- 
ing, but were it possible 
that the area could be 
sheeted the filling would be 
done without cost except 
that necessary for general 
oversight by offering a free 
The funds allowed the coming year should put the 
upper part of the park in condition to be of public use.

CASS PARK. 

The large trees in this park that were fast going to decay 
^^ those that were crowding other and better trees were re- 
nioved this past winter ; the result of this will do much to 
preserve the trees left standing and will allow a freer cir- 
culation of air, better lawns and a much more pleasing effect. 
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WASHINGTON PARKWAY. 

The walks were rearranged in three sections in this park- 
-way and new ones constructed in such a way that the public 
is now using* the walks instead of making* the numerous by- 
paths across the lawns. 

The water system was laid in two of the four sections. 
The larg-er trees were carefully g'one over, the dead and dy- 
ing* limbs removed, hoping to preserve the trees although 
this work is rather late as a few of them are so far gone 
that they will have to be removed this coming season. 

GRAND CIRCUS PARKS. 

The walks of East Grand Circus were resurfaced ; consid- 
erable planting was done and both parks were kept in the 
neat and attractive condition for which they are well noted. 

PERRIEN PARK. 

The money appropriated for this park was used in level- 
ing the ground, in adding rich soil, seeding and planting and 
in surfacing two of the principal walks which run diagonally 
across the park. About two-thirds of the park is now level 
and seeded, the remaining portion not being completed be- 
cause of the impossibility of obtaining good soil at a reason- 
able figifre. 

BOSTON BOULEVARD. 

As the streets surrounding this parkway were graded 
preparatory to paving, the water pipes were extended to the 
parkway. The sub soil removed and the surface soil brought 
to the desired grade. 

VOIGT PARK. 

This park being surrounded by farming land at the 
present time, it was fenced, plowed and the pond extended 
that the sandy soil on the uplands could be covered with a 
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clay loam which will insure a better turf when the park be- 
comes of use. During- this present spring" the park was kept 
under cultivation and it is hoped that the comingf year will 
see this park nicely leveled, seeded and put to use as a park. 



OTHER CITY PARKS. 

No one item of improvement need be mentioned here al- 
though each was well cared for as far as the appropriation 
would allow. It is unfortunate that the numerous breathing-

places throug-hout the city are left ung-uarded throug-hout 
the winter and early spring- months. The depredations com- 
mitted at these times larg-ely undo the work of improve- 
ment made during- the summer. Were these parks g-iven 
sufficient protection extensive plantations of shrubs and per- 
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ennial flowers could be made and would add to their beauty 
and utility, but under the present conditions, it is useless to 
attempt this additional adornment, as the shrubs are broken, 
trees uprooted, lawns destroyed, fountains broken and even 
the soil from the flowerbeds removed by lawless people. 



GRAND BOULEVARD. 

The demands of the boulevard were in excess of the 
amount allowed and many minor improvements were deferred. 

The steam road roller was kept constantly at work during- 
seasonable weather and the help necessary to keep the road- 
way at proper grade more than exhausted the funds allowed 
for roadway repairs. It was, therefore, impossible to pur- 
chase new material for ballast, thus leaving* many of the 
sections in an unsatisfactory condition. What fine crushed 
stone could be spared when the new section of the roadway 
near Fort St. was completed was used in these repairs where 
most required. As soon as the frost was out this present 
spring the roller was in constant use over the entire Boule- 
vard which work kept the roadways in a much more satisfac- 
tory condition than could be expected under the circum- 
stances. 

The money allowed for improvement of lawns was utilized 
in the purchase and spreading" of rich loam wherever such 
soil could be obtained at a reasonable figure and in sodding 
the lawns in front of the new residences as fast as they were 
built. 

The sidewalk intersections were laid where necessary, in 
many cases replacing the old, worn out wooden walks. 

The fund allowed for the purchase and planting of trees 
and shrubs was not all used for that purpose as other expen- 
ditures on the Boulevard has so depleted the funds that but 
little could be done in this line. 

A brick intersection was laid at the crossing of Porter 
Street. 
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The macadam roadway from Shady Lane to Porter St. 
was built during" the early part of this fiscal year. The sub- 
way was partly recoated with Byerlyte and drains put back 
of the abutment wall of the south 25 feet. 

Dequindre St. bridge was repaired and the intersections 
of Berlin and Kercheval Ave. were constructed. 

The crusher was kept occupied during the latter part of 
last fall in crushing stone for the intersections, roadway re- 
pairs and in collecting a pile for future use.

In 1899, park improvement bonds for 
$150,000 were issued and sold for the erection 
and equipment of a combined aquarium and 
horticultural building-. The requirements

owing- to the project of building a bi-centenary memorial on 
Belle Isle Park, designs were not asked for until the fall of 
1900. Eighteen of the resident architects signified their 
intention to enter the competition for the designs of the pro- 
posed building under the code prepared for the purpose by a 
committee from the Michig-an Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects who worked in conjunction with the Com- 
missioners of Parks and Boulevards. However, on October 
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15, IMOO, the date of the closing* of the competition, but eight 
desig-ns were submitted and the custodian, M. P. Hurlbut, 
shipped them, unopened, to the jury selected to pass upon them, 
which met in New York City, at the Hotel Cadillac, October

At the present time. Mason & Kahn, successors to Nettle- 
ton & Kahn, are perfecting the plans and specifications for 
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the proposed combined building* and each of the other above 
mentioned architects was awarded $200.00 in accordance with 
the code of competition, and the jurors were each paid $150.00 
for professional services.

There have been two permanent bridges 
built on this park during- the past fiscal year, 
the material being stone and steel ; the larger 
bridge, known as No. 10, being* located on Picnic Way near 
The Strand, spanning- the canal at its entrance into Lake

Takoma, the contract price of the bridge being $5,800.00. 
The other bridge, known as No. 12, is located on The Strand 
at the south side of Belle Isle Park, spanning the south inlet 
to Nashua Canal, the contract price being $3,000. 

The plank roadways of bridges Nos. 2 and 7 have been 
replaced by expanded metal and concrete. 
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The roadways commencing- at Belle Isle casino were re- 
surfaced east to nearly Inselruhe avenue. 

The Belle Isle bridge approach has been ornamented and 
improved, which adds much to the attractiveness of this 
portion of Belle Isle Park.

The south inlet to Nashua Canal and the inlet to Lake 
Okonoka has been dredged, also Lake Takoma has been 
deepened as far as the money appropriated would allow, 
some $4,000 being required to complete the work. However, 
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much benefit is derived from the work already done as is 
shown in Lake Takoma and Loop Canal. 

A new wooden footbridg-e was built across the canal at 
the boat-house, the old one being- dang-erous. 

Three ornamental sanitary ice-water drinking fountains 
were constructed in the picnic grounds, and this work should 
be continued from time to time until all the unsanitary water 
tanks have been replaced by new and healthful drinking- 
places.

The zoological department has received its due share of 
improvements. A new fence has been erected around the 
lagoons. A coonery has been added thereto which has 
proven to be quite an attraction. The collection of animals 
has been increased by the addition of three fine specimens of 
the polar bear. They were captured in Greenland in 1895. 
Two moose have also been placed in the collection. There 
are on exhibition in the zoological department : aligators, 
buffalo ; polar, grizzly and black bears ; badgers ; India 
silky and frizzy chickens ; ducks, of various kinds ; Virginia 
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deer, bald and g-olden eag-les, elk and moose, wild and Poland 
g-eese, blue heron, Canadian lynx, ostriches, owls of various 
species, prairie dogfs ; silver, Amherst, ring-neck, g-olden and 
Mong-olian pheasants ; pea fowls, several varieties of pigeons, 
raccoons, English hare, mute swan, white wild turkeys; 
timber, grey and coyotte wolves ; monkey and Zebu. 

A new large phaeton at a cost of $545.00 was added to 
the phaeton service, which materially assists in transporting 
the large crowds across Belle Isle bridge. 

The phaeton registers show that during the last fiscal 
year there were 231,774 passengers carried across Belle Isle 
bridge, and 35,869 were carried around the park, the receipts 
being $10,071.84. 

The capacity of the bath-house has been increased by the 
addition of a number of rooms upstairs over the main office. 
The bath-house was patronized extensively as is shown by 
the cash register. 35,914 men and boys and 3,471 women 
and girls bathed during the season, the total receipts being 
$2,164.50. 

The maintenance of Belle Isle Park was carried on in the 
most economical manner consistent with the large crowds 
which gather there, yet it is impossible to keep the park as 
it should be for the allotted appropriation and many things 
suffer for the lack of funds. It is hoped that sufficient funds 
in the future will be appropriated to care properly for the 
maintenance, as improvements should be cared for or not 
made. 

The new entrance to Palmer Park from Wood- 
* "^•'' ward avenue to the park proper has been nearly 
^^ ' completed. The foot paths and most of the road- 
ways are made and the lawns largely planted. Near Wood- 
ward avenue at the loop of the street car line, there was 
erected a log waiting room, the United Railway Co. donating 
$600.00 toward the erection thereof. The log waiting room 
harmonizes with the general rural effects carried out on 
the park. 

Many minor improvements have been made and the main- 
tenance kept up to the highest degree that the money 
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allowed would permit. The water main has been extended 
to the six mile road where it is hoped connection can soon be 
made with the Hig'hland Park Woodward avenue mains, at

which time the park will be supplied with city water. The 
water used at the present time is supplied by Sen. T. W. 
Palmer from mineral wells, which is detrimental to g'rowing* 
plants. 



Arboretum 



The arboretum is now well under way, 
which when completed will be a valuable 
addition to the park and boulevard system, especially from 
an educational standpoint, as it is proposed to have all the 
varieties of trees and shrubs growing- there that are native 
to Michigan. 



A nursery has been established to supply the 
"*' '^* park and boulevard system and within a short 
time all the trees and shrubs required will be taken there- 
from. It is found that they can be grown at a much less 
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price than the same can be purchased for from commercial 
nurseries, besides the advantag-e gained in planting- where

the stock is transplanted the same day it is removed from the 
nursery rows, avoiding many dangers of loss which arise 
from the purchase of stock from distant nurseries. 
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Clark ^^^ water system in this park has been practically 
Park- coniplcted and extensive border planting- has been 
done, which adds greatly to the appearance of the 
park. 

The area of this park is insufficient for the multitudes 
that gather there and the addition talked of to be used as an 
athletic field will be much appreciated by a mass af people, 
and leg-al proceeding's are now in prog-ress to acquire the 
same. 

_ _ The gfeneral improvement in Owen Park

was carried forward as far as the money ap- 
propriated would permit and a stone drinking fountain was 
provided for in Grand Circus Park and all of the other city 
parks received their due share of improvement in the way of 
planting-, walks, lawns, surface and sprinkling pipe system, 
etc. 

The sidewalk and roadway intersections 
along the Boulevard have been put in in ac- 
cordance with the money alloted. A new roadway on the 
north side of the main driveway from Russell street to 
Dequindre street bridge has been constructed, permitting 
ingress and egress to the factories located there. 

The lawns along the Boulevard were brought to grade so 
far as possible and many other improvements were made as 
required. 

The maintenance of the lawns and roadways was kept to 
the highest standard consistent with the allowance for the 
purpose. 

The unfinished sections of the Boulevard, from Mack to 
Gratiot on the east side and from Buchanan to Myrtle street 
on the west, should be completed at an early date. 

The extension of the Boulevard from Fort street south to 
the river has been recommended by the Commissioners of 
Parks and Boulevards and also by the Common Council and 
proceedings are now under way to acquire the right-of-way. 

Condemnation proceedings are now in progress to acquire 
a strip of land on the east side of Belle Isle bridge approach 
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from Jefferson avenue to the channel bank for the purpose of 
widening" the bridge approach, it now being* very much con- 
gested, and also for the purpose of having room upon which 
to place a waiting room and lavatory. 



The policy of the Commission has been 
strictly adhered to, /. e., that the parks shall 
always be open to all citizens on absolutely 
equal terms, special privileges to none, nor the use of the

parks given to anyone for any purpose not practically com- 
mon to all, and consistent with the proper use of public 
parks. 

The parks and boulevards are growing in im-

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Yearly the maintenance increases owing* to new improve- 
ments ; therefore your honorable body is earnestly asked to 
consider this matter in gfranting the appropriations, as suffi- 
cient money should be provided to properly maintain the 
system in keeping with the improvements.

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REPORT 
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To the Honorable^ The Commissioners of Parks and 
Boulevards : 

Gentlemen : 

The following- report submits for your consideration the 
work done on the park system for the first eleven months of 
the present fiscal year. 

The seasons have been very favorable for park work. 
Timely rains during- July and August, absence of severe 
freezing weather until December, ample protection of veg-eta- 
tion by snow during the severe weather of the winter, an 
early spring- with cool rains during- May, all combined were 
for the best health of the plants and lawns. It also gave 
ample time for each stage of the work and to accomplish it 
at a reasonable expense. Add to this the many little im- 
provements for the past three years on lawns, roadways, 
buildings, seats and appliances of all kinds results in placing 
the system in a fair degree of excellence. 

The work on the city parks and boulevards was com- 
menced fully a month earlier than usual, and [the}^ were 
placed in a presentable condition as soon as they could be 

35 
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used by the people. The work on Belle Isle Park, because 
of the low and level character of the ground, precludes the 
possibility of doing- the spring work in advance of settled 
weather. While on the other hand, there can be seen many 
things which should be done that the beauty of the parks 
may be enjoyed without the presence of any untidyness, yet

it is a source of gratification that the work is being- carried 
along- and the system is yearly improving without any appre- 
ciable expenditure in maintenance.

Tbe work on the survey of Belle Isle Park, 
as noted in the previous annual report, was 
continued.

Besides these, there were 3,044 palms, ferns and miscella- 
neous foliag-e plants, the value of which is $10,920, which 
were used to decorate Belle Isle Park, City Hall lawn and 
several other city parks. These latter plants occupied con- 
siderable g-reenhouse room and cost about one-half of the 
expenditures of this department for their care. The expense 
of raising" and caring for all these plants, preparing* the beds 
and setting" the plants out, was $7,436.09. 

A complete rang-e of propag-ating houses has been planned 
and as many built as the appropriation would allow, which 
was the service building*, houses No. 2 and 3, which are each 
20 X 100 feet, and house No. 6, which is 20 x 40. The rang-es

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are planned for detached houses as much as possible, which 
will allow the hardening* off of the bedding* plants without 
the expensive hot bed work now in vogue. 

It being" the aim for the past year to do 
rna. oraea ^^^^ team work of maintenance with Park 
an e c e Board teams, horses were purchased in addi- 
epar men . ^j^^ ^^ ^^^ funds appropriated. Nine horses 
were used on the city parks and boulevards, three on Palmer 
Park, and the remainder on Belle Isle Park, for phaeton ser- 
vice and general work. During the months of November 
and December about forty horses were used daily in cleaning 
out lakes and canals, thereby making a great saving over 
hiring the teams. During the winter the horses were kept 
busy in hauling slag and manure when not employed other- 
wise. During the year, the horses belonging to the Commis- 
sion performed 16,032 days work, while the cost of the care 
and feed for the same time is $12,836.53, which shows the 
economy of the Commission owning to a great extent its own 
teams. 

The shoeing of the horses, the repairs to vehicles and 
harnesses was done by the Commission. Not only was the 
work done more economically, but much valuable time was 
saved in running to the shops. 

Fifteen horses were sold during the year, of which five 
were disposed of after the fall work was done, and ten sold 
this spring on the advice of the attending physician. The 
price received was $905.00. During the past year, seven 
horses died of diseases, as follows : Three, colic ; one, spinal 
trouble ; one, epizootic ; one, hermatorea ; and one, pneumo- 
nia. Nearly all of the horses were attacked a year ago with 
distemper and the death of the horses lost was indirectly 
caused by this disease.

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Four new sprinklers were purchased, the tanks being- g-al- 
vanized iron and holding- 1,000 g-allons each. The wheels 
have 6 inch treads, the hind wheels traveling- outside of the 
front wheels, which act as a roller to the driveways to a con- 
siderable extent. In addition there were purchased four work

wagons, a single horse truck for greenhouse department, 
besides making over an ice wagon, one cart and several 
harnesses. 

The need of storage facilities for vehicles and forage is 
very great. The present shelter is a delapidated, makeshift 
of an affair, and the trouble to pack away the vehicles in the 
limited space prohibits it being done during the working 
season, and the loss by exposure to the elements is no incon- 
siderable amount. 
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During" the past fiscal year the Nursery has 
\irsery. ^j^^^j^g thoroug-hly established and the propag-a- 
tion of plants is proceeding* very rapidly. A frost proof 
storage pit has been erected in connection with the propaga- 
ting house in which plants are held in a dormant state 
through the winter. It is also largely used for the purpose 
of storing cuttings that have been started in the propagating- 
house, and many cuttings of easy propagation are placed 
directly in this house in which they callouse and root very 
readily. Many valuable trees and shrubs have been gathered 
from the woods and fields adjoining and placed in nursery 
rows. A large number of layers were made during the past 
summer in the nursery and on various parts of the park 
system and are now planted out in nursery rows. The trees 
and shrubs planted on the park system during the past year 
dug from the nursery were all charged to the expense of 
maintaining this department. During the winter 55,348 cut- 
tings were made and this spring planted in cutting beds, and 
from present indications a large per cent will grow. There 
was also sown large quantities of seeds which are now germ- 
inating. The following is the inventory of the work in the 
nursery department for the past fiscal year :

The work in caring* for the park is yearly becoming- 
greater as the increasing facilities for accoimnadatTii^ larg-e 
crowds is attracting visitors more than ever to the Island. 
The many shady nooks, the numerous retreats and the ever 
present view of the river offers so many attractive points to

loiter that all can secure the requisite privacy for family par- 
ties. All are accommodated with pleasure to themselves and 
without hindrance to others. 

The phaeton service was taxed to its limit during* July and 
August, as was also the bath house, the latter payings a profit 
over its running expenses, as is shown by the financial state- 
ment. 

The main improvements to Belle Isle Park are itemized as 
follows : 

The bridge approach was completed by making a concrete 
coping along the roadways, concrete foot walks for a short 
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distance from the bridge, the building- of crushed stone foot 
walks, the seeding- of the lawn and the planting* of shrubs 
and trees, all of which exhausted the fund appropriated. 

An icehouse 100 feet long- by 30 feet wide by 24 feet hig-h 
was built near Lake Muskoday. The capacity of this house

is 1,580 tons. The old icehouses hold 926 tons. Both were 
filled, from which it is contemplated to supply the city parks 
as well as Belle Isle the coming summer. 

A comprehensive plan for deepening and changing the 
canals and lagoons was adopted by the Board and the work 
was commenced and carried as far as the funds appropriated 
would allow. The north inlet to Lake Okonoka was dredged 
to the deep water in the river, the cut being about 700 feet 
long. The excavated dirt was used to stop up the inlet 
under bridge No. 17, through which the water forced into 
Lake Muskoday ran out again into the river and not through 
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the inland lakes and canals as designed. The inlet under 
bridg-e No. 12 was deepened by dredging- and the work of 
deepening Lake Tacoma was about three-fourths accomplished 
and a new cut from Lake Takoma to Loop canal was com- 
pleted. The plan contemplates a water way through Lake 
Takoma of 200 square feet of cross section through a new 
cut 150 square feet, and by the old power house 50 square

feet. The water will be fed to Lake Takoma through the 
inlet under bridge No. 12, which is planned to give 140 
square feet of cross section and through Nashue Canal, 
which will give 120 square feet. This large volume of sup- 
ply, when the whole work is completed, will certainly make 
the desired current through Loop Canal ; the work now 
although but partially done is giving admirable results in 
increasing the current in Lake Takoma and Loop Canal. 
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The increasing" number of specimens in the zoological 
department, made it necessary that a considerable change be 
made in the grounds. Four wolf paddocks were made by a 
rearrangement of the one occupied by the timber wolves. 
The swan lagoons were closed by a serviceable steel wire 
fence of neat design and the level of the water was raised in 
two sections to cause a water fall and to more easily separate 
the water fowls and make room for water animals. It was 
planned to erect a shelter for the deer family. Looking to 
that end, a passage way was made between the deer and rein- 
deer enclosure, which passage is now used to contain the 
moose purchased last fall. A coonery was erected and several 
specimens placed on exhibition. Three polar bears were 
purchased, to make room for which, three of the five black 
bears were sold. 

The money appropriated for resurfacing roads and walks 
was used to resurface Central Ave. from the casino eastward 
nearly to Inselruhe Road. Granite screenings was used for 
road surfacing and placed on the g-ravel roadbed. 320 feet of 
roadway not having a foundation, the soil was excavated and 
a macadam road was constructed. A foot walk 1,750 feet 
long by 8 feet wide was made on the south side of Central 
Ave. from Muse Road to Inselruhe. Also most of the foot 
walks on the easterly half of the Island received a dressing 
of limestone, beside making many repairs to roads and walks 
not counted below.

Numerous repairs were made to buildings and fixtures, 
the work being mostly done by carpenters and painters in the 
employ of the Board. The shelter ferry dock was made safe 
by putting new footings to the posts and minor repairs to the 
passageway. A new picnic pavilion was added east of Picnic 
Way, several old ones repaired, rustic stands, seats and set- 
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tees were made over, and a large refrif^-erator room built in 
the casino. The boathouse and barns were repainted, besides 
numerous repairs necessary to keep the wooden fixtures in 
safe condition. 



This part of the system was maintained to 
^ ^^ a satisfactory decfree. All the shrubs and 

^ young trees received a dressing of manure, 
u evar . ^j^j^j^ consumed about 1,600 cubic yards. The 
lawns on the boulevard, for which there was a special appro- 
priation, were kept well mowed, which added much to its 
neat appearance.

The itemized approvements are as follows ; 

CADILLAC PAKK : 

A Viscaya cannon was placed in this park and the sur- 
roundings lawn was releveled and sodded. The walks \eere 
all resurfaced and a number of shrubs used to enlarge the 
present plantations. 
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CASS PARK. 

The lawns were thoroughly graded and sodded and the 
trees carefully pruned. 

CLARK PARK : 

Water pipe was laid in the south part of the park and in 
certain sections near the north end, which now completes 
this improvement, there being" laid 3,689 feet of one inch 
pipe and 350 feet of four inch pipe. The borders of the park 
were extensively planted with trees, shrubs and herbaceous 
perennials consuming over 7,000 plants, of which 4,500 were 
trees and shrubs. One hundred iron settees were purchased 
for the park. A horse, a light truck and a horse lawn mower 
were added to the equipment, and six swings and a sand 
garden were provided for the smaller children. The small 
lake in this park was patronized by many skaters, while 
though being inadequate to the demand, answers the needs 
for this winter recreation for the smaller children. 

GRAND CIRCUS PARK. 

The walks on the west side were reestablished where 
required to meet the changed conditions of Washington 
Parkway, and all the walks were resurfaced. A cistern for 
ice water was also made on the west side, a drinking fountain 
not yet being completed. Both display fountains were thor- 
oughly cleaned and repainted, the trees trimmed and lawns 
fertilized. 

MEDBURY PARK. 

The planting of trees and shrubs was extended as far as 
the appropriation would allpw. A surface water system 
should be placed in this park in place of the hydrants which 
are too far apart to do rapid work in caring for the lawn. 

OPERA HOUSE LAWN. 

The Merrill fountain being about completed, the small 
portion of the lawn remaining was sodded and a number of 
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privit shrubs were placed in the corners to prevent the mak- 
ing- of footwalks across the sodded portions, these shrubs 
being" placed before the protecting- curb was put in position, 
had a hard time to survive the ill usag-e of people walkings 
throug-h them.

The lower half of the park was completed, as to bring-ing- 
it to the established grade. The surface was enriched and 
seeded and landscaped to a small extent. Several thousand 
yards of material was dumped at the water's edg-e which ex- 
tended the park about one hundred feet farther into the river. 
It is unfortunate that more liberal appropriations have not 
been made during" the past three years, so that the rough 
work of filling" would not now have to be carried throug-h the 
finished portion of the park. 
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PERRIEN PARK. 

The walks were resurfaced and a portion of the lawn 
brought to an even grade by the addition of rich loam and 
there now remains but a small portion of the park to be 
brought to a g-rade and leveled, so that the whole can be cut 
with a lawn mower. Many beds of shrubbery were enlarged 
and several additional trees planted. 

STANTON PARK. 

A concrete walk was laid through the park and around 
the fountain, which necessitated regrading and sodding of a 
portion of the lawn. 

SECOND AVENUE PARKWAY. 

The lawns were seeded and several scarlet oak trees 
planted. All further planting must wait until the water 
pipes are laid through the park. 

VOIGT PARK. 

The entire park was plowed, graded and seeded. No fur- 
ther improvement is advisable until water pipe is laid through 
the park and a sewer built so that the level of the lake can 
be controlled. 

The location of the walks was changed and 
was g on pjp^ systems for sprinkling the lawns were ad- 
ar way. (jg^j ^q ^]^q ^^q northerly sections. A display 
fountain of field boulders was built in the section directly 
north of Michigan Avenue. The water was kept running 
during the winter and made a pyramid of ice 36 feet high 
and about 40 feet in diameter. The daily change of the for- 
mation of the ice attracted thousands of visitors and was 
the subject of many newspaper cuts and paragraphs through- 
out the country. An ice water drinking place was made 
near this fountain and is in almost constant use. 

(4) 
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The work of making' this park was all com- 
^ pleted from the funds of the present fiscal year 
^' and it presents an attractive appearance sel- 
dom obtained in most parks in several years as they are us- 
ually used for a public dump before being- turned over to the 
Park Commission. The surface soil was retained in grading 
and a foundation for the rapid g-rowth of the grass, shrubs 
and trees at once put them on a sure foundation and gave 
immediate results, which accounts for its present pleasing 
condition. 



The money appropriated for lawns was large- 
ly used in grading at the street intersections ; 
ou evar . ^^^^^ portions were reseeded, and those most ex- 
posed were sodded. The fund for planting was used to ex- 
tend the beds already established, beside planting trees where 
most required. The roadway was repaired as far as filling 
the small ruts, but the need of a general resurfacing is im- 
perative in certain sections as nothing but the foundation 
remains and no amount of sprinkling or rolling will keep it 
from disintegrating. The planking on Dequindre St. bridge 
was repaired where most needed, the funds not being suffi- 
cient to make the work complete in any one portion. A dan- 
gerous jog between Baker and Dix Ave. was removed by wid- 
ening the roadway, and the lawn on the south side of Dix 
Ave. was cut back and the space macadamized. The two 
alleys north of Dix Ave. were changed from a dirt to mac- 
adam roadway and the four alleys directly north and south 
of Michigan Ave. were filled in and resurfaced so that the 
water would not stand on the footwalks. The main drive- 
way was raised at Mt. Elliott Ave. where there was a bad 
crossing over the street car tracks. An intersection at War- 
ren Ave. East was built and the intersections at Mack and 
St. Paul Avenues were resurfaced. The side driveway from 
Russell St. to the factoi ies near Dequindre St. bridge was 
made to accommodate the factories at that point and to keep 
heavy traffic off from the main Boulevard driveway, there 
being heretofore no other entrance. 
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During" the past fiscal year the entrance to the 
park from Woodward Ave. was practically com- 
pleted ; the roads and walks constructed, the 
ground graded and seeded and 5,600 trees and shrubs planted. 
A log waiting room was constructed at the entrance to pro- 
vide shelter for visitors while waiting for cars. The roads 
made comprise 7,560 square yards and walks 890 square yards, 
the cost being" 35c per square yard for roads and 24c per sq.

yard for walks. The material used was gravel, which was 
screened and the coarse material was used for foundation and 
the finer for surfacing. Granite screenings may be added 
for surfacing to the driveways when the traffic demands it. 
A water pipe was laid from the Six Mile Road to the line al- 
ready in the park. A connection with the city main was 
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prevented because the Village of Hig-hland Park did not ex- 
tend their water pipe to the Six Mile Road. The pipe laid 
through the parkway is as follows :

A water meter was placed at the park entrance and the nec- 
essary gates and five hydrants were placed where required. 
A conduit for electric lighting and telephone was placed

practically in the same trench for the water pipe in the prep- 
aration for lighting the park without the use of unsightly 
poles. 

The botanic garden of Michigan plants commenced last 
year has been extended by the collection of as many species 
as could be obtained and there remains now but few species 
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to add. Many specimens have been collected that appear to 
vary from the types as described by the authorities. They 
are grouped in their proper g-enus and their idetitilfication 
will be referred to specialists. The lawn of the arboretum 
has been graded and seeded and the plants as far as known 
properly labeled. The need of tiling the arboretum is appar- 
ent and for the sake of the health and thrift of the plants 
therein, it should be taken up before another winter. The 
grounds occupied by the nursery should be likewise drained, 
even thoug"h the unfinished road along- the southerly side of 
the park should be left unimproved for another year. The 
following is a list of trees and shrubs native to Michigan, all 
of which are now placed in the arboretum excepting* those 
marked with a star.

To the Honorable^ the Common Council: 

Gentlemen: — In conformity to the requirements of the 
city charter, I herewith submit to your honorable body the 
thirteenth annual report of the park and boulevard commis- 
sion, showing- the work accomplished and the money expended 
in the improvement and care of the public parks and boule- 
vards under my charg-e, for the fiscal year just past, viz. July 
1, 1901 to June 30, 1902, both days inclusive. 

In g-eneral, the improvements have been in accordance 
with the appropriations. 

I have done my utmost to keep the parks and boulevards 
to the highest possible standard of maintenance, although the 
money allowed for the purpose was insufficient to care for so 
larg-e a park system properly. Especially is this true of 
Belle Isle park. 

At the east side of and adjoining- Belle Isle 
cqu a ona. |jj.j^jg.g approach, a strip of land fifty feet wide 
on Jefiferson avenue, and extending- south to the channel 
bank of the river, was acquired by condemnation proceedings 
for the sum of $49,165.83, which amount was paid from the 
contingent fund of the city. In purchasing this land, the 
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building" of a retaining* wall to protect the banks and keep 
the dirt on park property from encroaching on private prop- 
erty was avoided, besides broadening* the bridg'e approach to 
Belle Isle park. 

The brick building formerly known as the Savage build- 
ing, now standing on this property at Jefferson avenue, I 
purpose to remodel into a waiting room, adding* a lavatory 
for women. The building when completed will be known as 
'* Park Rest," and will serve as a shelter in case of storm, and 
for a park phaeton waiting* room. The other large frame 
building on this property will be sold at auction to the hig*h- 
est bidder. 

Clark park was enlarged by adding* 6.87 acres on the south 
side, bounded by the Park, Scotten, Lafayette and Clark

avenues. The award for this extension, $40,281.40, was 
fixed by condemnation proceedings; S281.40 was paid from 
the contingent fund of the city, and the remainder, $40,000, by 
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bond issue. Mj purpose is to improve this addition for ath- 
letic sports by preparing* foot ball, base ball grounds, etc., 
and by planting its borders, Clark, Lafayette and Scotten 
avenues. 

A parcel of land was acquired and named Atkinson park 
by your honorable body, in the sixteenth ward, containing 
13.47 acres, bounded by Thirty-fourth street. Wesson, Dev- 
ereaux and McGraw avenues, by purchase, for $41,400, $400 
being paid from the contingent fund of the city, and $41,000 
by bond issue. It was my ambition to put in the water pipes, 
grade and do certain planting on this park during the com- 
ing fiscal year, but owing to the lack of an appropriation no 
work can be done there. 

The Parker Estate Company, Limited, et. al. deeded to 
the city a strip of land in the center of Parker avenue, be- 
tween Jeiferson avenue and Champlain street, 370 feet long 
and 44 feet wide, which is now known as Parker park- 
way. 

The extension of the Western Grand Boulevard from Fort 
street to the Detroit river, about one-third of a mile in 
length, and covering an area of nearly eight acres, was de- 
termined upon, and the property acquired by condemnation 
proceedings, the court awarding $106,208.67, $100,000 of 
which was paid by bond issue, and the remainder, $6,208.67, 
from the contingent fund of the city. With this addition the 
Grand Boulevard extends from the Detroit river at Belle Isle 
bridge, in a circuitous route about the city, some eleven and 
a half miles to the river. The money to pay the award was 
placed in my hands February 20, 1902. I paid all the awards 
between that time and March 29, and have sold and had re- 
moved twenty-nine houses and other buildings, located on the 
property, for $4,050, depositing the money in the city treas- 
ury. 

The dock on this property fronting the river should be re- 
paired, and the cellars where the houses were removed should 
be filled up and graded, but owing to the lack of appropria- 
tion nothing can be done. The improvement of this section 
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of the boulevard cannot be accomplished until the character 
of the railroad crossing- has been decided upon. 

This department has accomplished much in 
Deo t**' t* ^^.rrying- forward the work of collecting" data 

of the park system, and recording- it in book 
form for future reference, in addition to the reg-ular work 
performed by the eng-ineering- department.

This department is vital to the entire park 
and boulevard system, both as to the main- 
tenance and improvements, and should be 
kept at a hig^h standard, as but little can be accomplished 
economically without its aid.

equipment during the fiscal year four larg-e sprinkling wag-- 
ons and a two-horse truck with windlass, all of which have 
been of great service. 
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There were in possession of the commission on July 1, 
1901, forty-five horses. During" the year three horses died, 
and eight disabled horses were sold for $610.00. Fourteen 

horses were purchased 
at a cost of $2,135, 
leaving" the total num- 
ber of horses in pos- 
session of the com- 
mission June 30, 1902, 
at forty-eight. 

The number of days' 
work performed by 
horses owned by the 
commission during the 
past fiscal year was 
14,760, which, if the 
horses had been hired, 
would have cost $14,760.

Nursery 
Department: 



During the past year the nursery has shown 
much improvement and is now well estab- 
lished. 

During the spring planting, 2.035 well-rooted, thrifty 
shrubs, a product of the nursery, were planted on various 
portions of the park system. There are now in the nursery, 
in excellent condition, 27,732 shrubs, 14,064 well-rooted trees 
and evergreens, 1,028 hardy perennials, making a total of 
42,824, in addition to which there were rooted and grafted in 
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the propag-ating" house during" the winter, 32,227 cuttings, 
400 g-rafis, 5,173 layers, 317 roses, 1,000 seedling^s, all of 
which have been set into nursery rows and are now in a 
healthy condition, making" a total of 81,941 plants now in the 
nursery. 

During the winter and spring, in addition to the regular 
work of the propagating house, there were raised 14,585 bed- 
ding plants, including geraniums, coleus, begonias, etc. 

The old greenhouses are fast decaying^ and 
Department: ^^^t soon be abandoned. The new green- 
house plant, when completed, will contain a 
range of ten houses, with a commodious service building", 
well adapted to the requirements of this department where 
the work of propagating can be done economically. The ser- 
vice building" and three of the ranges were built in 1900 at a 
cost of $11,059.52, and one new range was added this fiscal 
year, the contract price being" $3,925. It was hoped that an 
appropriation would be allowed sufficient to permit the ad- 
dition of two houses this comings year, and thus in a few 
years the plant would be complete.

The Sunday afternoon concerts were alternated between 
Belle Isle and Clark parks, and a Labor Day concert was 
g-iven both afternoon and evening- on Belle Isle park. 



The annual children's day was held on Wednes- 
^ ren s ^^^^ June 4, at which time there were distributed 

among- the children one hundred and twenty-five 
gross of flags as souvenirs. There were estimated to be 
present not less than one hundred thousand. An enjoyable 
entertainment was furnished for the children, which consisted 
of fancy dances upon a platform erected for the purpose, and 
chorus singing led by 400 children, etc. 



Much benefit is being derived in a number of 
C dren s cities by providing play grounds for children, 
Playgrounds: ^^ ^ a \^ a - ^• 

where they can find recreation during vacation 

or after school hours, thus keeping them from the streets. I 
am informed that Boston, New York and Philadelphia each 
has a number of play grounds for children, and the authori- 
ties believe g^reat good has been accomplished. The move- 
ment has extended to Cleveland, Pittsburg, Albany, Provi- 
dence, Baltimore, Newark, New Haven, Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, St. Louis and Toledo. I also have been informed that 
some eifort has been made in our own city in this direction, 
and if a helping hand could be extended, it would accomplish 
much good. It would seem that the school grounds might, 
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by some arrangement, be thrown open to the children during 
the vacation period.

The architects are to receive the usual fee of five per 
cent, of the cost of the building. 

Plans and specifications for steel enameled aquarium 
tanks with fittings were approved and adopted on May 
20, 1902. 
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The main public passage or exhibition hall of the aquar- 
ium will be 18 feet wide by 174 feet in length, with a grano- 
lithic floor. The walls and arched ceilings are to be of 
opalite tile. Along the sides of the public passage will be 
forty-four exhibition tanks; sixteen tanks three feet long, 
four tanks four feet long, twenty tanks six feet long, and 
four tanks eight feet long. In addition to the tanks, there 
will be one large central pool and two side or wall pools. One

section will be arranged for salt water fish, one section for 
trout and other fishes which require water at a low temper- 
ature, and the remainder will be for fishes from the inland 
lakes and tributary streams. The aquarium will contain an 
ichthyologist's laboratory, which will be connected with the 
attendants' passage or work room, where the fish are cared 
for, being back of the tanks and out of sight of visitors. 

The horticultural building will have one large circular 
palm house in the center of the building, with a dome eighty 
feet high for the tall specimens of palms. At each side of 
the palm house are the permanent show houses for other 
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varieties of palms, etc. At one end will be a fernery where 
it is proposed to exhibit all species of ferns possible, and at 
the other end will be an orchid house especially adapted to 
their care. In the rear, back of the center circular palm 
house, will be an exhibition house, in which will be shown

flowers in bloom, of different varieties of the same plant, etc. 
This house will also connect the horticultural building" with 
the aquarium. 

The heating" and power plant will be situated in the south 
end of the aquarium building. The heating of the combined 
building will be done by a forced hot water system. The 
plant is of a capacity that will furnish heat for the new 
greenhouses, the barns, Inselruhe, casino, skating pavilion, 
animal house (when built) and for other buildings where heat 
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may be required. The hot water is forced through the pipes 
by a 25 h. p. pump, causing" a uniform flow of water at all 
times, thus regulating the heat. The plant will be provided 
with stokers and forced draft which will permit of the use of 
a cheap quality of coal and at the same time reduce the smoke 
to a minimum. 

There was built one permanent bridge, known 
p j^ . as bridge No. 11, on Inselruhe avenue, over the 

inlet to lake Takoma; contract price being 
$3,105.00. $1,000.00 was appropriated for a music pavilion, 
but I found that sum insufficient to erect a building in keep- 
ing with this park, and have therefore kept the money intact 
and asked that a sufficient amount be added thereto to erect 
a suitable building. The same was also true of the money 
allowed for a storage cellar. 

Two permanent ice water drinking fountains were built of 
tufa rock near the south Belle Isle bridge approach, just north 
of Marsh Run bridge on Muse Road and in the zoological 
grounds near the ostrich shelter. 

One large phaeton was purchased during the past fiscal 
year, which is of material assistance in handling the large 
crowds which visit Belle Isle park. 

The athletic field was put in shape so far as the money 
allowed would permit. 

Lake Takoma was deepened with the amount of appro- 
priation allowed. 

There was $2,500.00 appropriated for cleaning Loop canal. 
When the work was begun it was found that the canal near 
the boat house was in a very bad condition, the bottom 
being muck, and therefore it became necessary to have it 
dredged, which has been done from the channel bank near 
bridge No. 2. and when the whole length of the canal is 
deepened and cleaned, it will undoubtedly make a current 
which will better its condition for a long time to come. 

The roads were resurfaced and foundations put in where 
required so far as was possible with the funds allowed for the 
purpose. 
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Minor improvements were made, such as laying" sprinkling 
pipes in the lawns, rip-rapping banks of lagoons, installing 
laundry machinery, new swings, rustic seats, stands, etc. 

Improvements to the zoological department were made in 
the way of erecting shelters for water animals and the addi- 
tion of various animals, either by purchase or exchange.

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A shelter for the deer family is a great necessity. It would 
permit of their better care and protection from the elements 
during" the winter, and with the paddocks properly arrang-ed 
would afford the sightseers a better view of the animals. At 
the present time there are eight varieties of the deer family 
on exhibition in the zoo. 

An appropriation of $3,906 was allowed for repairing the 
present ferry dock, which will make it passable for two or 
three years. In the meantime, a new permanent ferry dock 
should be erected and ready for use when the old ferry dock 
is no longer safe.

The skating pavilion is fast decaying, and a large amount 
of money must soon be expended on it or the building 
abandoned. 

The casino, a wooden structure built in 1886, is inadequate 
for the present requirements of the park; it is also decaying 
rapidly along the sills by reason to their close proximity to 
the ground. I am much in favor of erecting a new perma- 
nent casino of stone, if possible, of such proportions that all 
visitors may be properly accomodated, and so situated that it 
will take the place of both the present casino and skating 
pavilion. By so doing, it could be kept open the year around, 
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while now the casino is practically closed during the winter 
months, owing to the fact that only skaters visit the park in 
the winter time. 

The phaeton service was well patronized during* the past 
fiscal year, there having been carried 153,715 passengers from 
Jefferson avenue to the casino; 117,757 passengers from the 
casino to Jefferson avenue, and 30,057 passengers around 
the park, a total of 301,527, for which $11,064.01 were 
received. 

The bath-house is popular, as is shown by the record of 
the number of people who availed themselves of the bathing

facilities offered. There were 4,863 female and 29,220 male 
bathers in the pay departments, and 12,121 male bathers in 
the free department during the season, or a total of 46,204 
bathers. The receipts from this department were $2,581.30. 

The maintenance of Belle Isle park has been conducted 
as economically as possible and consistent with the funds for 
the purpose and the high grade of maintenance demanded for 
a park of this size where such multitudes congregate. 

There was harvested on Belle Isle park 3,000 tons of ice, 
at a cost of $658.42, for use at Belle Isle, Clark and other city 
parks. 
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Many of the trees, especially the hickories, are dying" for 
the lack of nourishment and care, which can only be provided 
by the expenditure of considerable money. Two hundred and 
fifty trees died during the past fiscal year. I asked in the 
last estimates for $1,000 for the care of the trees and planting 
new trees, but the amount was cut out, so little can be done 
to improve the condition. I would recommend a liberal ap- 
propriation for the care of old trees, and planting new ones. 

During the year, the south roadway, begin- 
ning at the intersection of the roadway lead- 
ing north to the log cabin, was completed. Many large elm 
trees were planted along the main roadway, leading from 
the Woodward avenue entrance to the log cabin, which add 
materially to the beauty of the park, besides giving shade to 
pedestrians along the walk on the north side of the roadway. 

Water from the city is sadly needed in this park, as the 
water now supplied is injurious to plant life. Arrangements 
have been made to connect the water system of the park with 
the water system of the city through the Highland Park- 
Woodward avenue mains, as soon as Highland Park village 
extends its mains to the six mile road. 

To the arboretum at Palmer park were added a number of 
specimens, and it is hoped at an early date to have a com- 
plete collection of the trees and shrubs native to Michigan. 

This park should be lighted by electricity, especially 
along the main thoroughfares. I do sincerely hope your 
honorable body will, at no distant day, provide through the 
public lighting commission a sufficient sum for the purpose, 
so that electricity may be substituted for kerosene oil in light- 
ing the casino and other buildings. 

The maintenance of Palmer park has been kept at a high 
standard and within the appropriation. 

The improvements in this park consisted in 
^^ *' * deepening and cleaning the west lake, cement- 
ing the bottom and cobbling its border from the cement to a 
little above the water level, about twelve feet in width. 

The roadway was widened between the two lakes, as its 
former narrowness made it dangerous to travel. 
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This park is in a thickly settled portion of the city and 
unusually large numbers of people avail themselves of its 
pleasures, hence a large amount is required for maintenance. 

The improvements in this park have been executed 
p^^. in accordance with the appropriation. Portions of 

the park have been filled in and in some portions 
raised as much a four feet. A number of feet have been 
added to its length by filling in along the dock. 

In the western section of Grand Circus park, an 
p ^ . ornamental stone ice water drinking fountain was 
erected. 

In both Crawford and Elton parks, concrete sidewalks 
were built east and west across the parks, which have proven 
to be a wise and much appreciated improvement, because of 
the great travel across these parks. 

In Cadillac park, there was placed a stone chair by the 
bicentenary committee to mark the site of the old city hall. 

Perrien, Cass, West, Capitol and the other city parks each 
received its due share of improvement in accordance with the 
money allowed for the purpose. 

The maintenance in all of the city parks was kept up and 
within the appropriation. 

The roadway was resurfaced from Jefferson 
J^^\ J . avenue to Waterloo street, and from Medbury 
avenue to Sargent avenue. The cobble for re- 
surfacing was crushed by the commission's crusher, which 
worked eighty-two days and crushed 2,548 cubic yards. 

The Chene street brick intersection was completed, in 
addition to which macadam intersections were constructed at 
Theodore and Frederick streets. 

The sidewalk intersections to be laid by the city were 
built so far as the money allowed would permit. The sprink- 
ling pipe system was placed in the lawns from Fort street to 
Dix avenue, which is of great assistance in properly and 
economically caring for the lawns and flower beds along that 
section.

The money appropriated for planting- was used in placing 
larg^e elm trees along^ the driveways where most required. 

Many other smaller improvements were made. 

The boulevard requires a large amount of maintenance, 
there being some twelve or fifteen miles of roadway and the 
same of lawns along the center, between double driveways 
and on either side of the single and double driveways, besides 
thousands of trees, shrubs and flower beds, all of which have 
had due attention and been kept in a high state of cultivation. 

The park and boulevard system is of the greatest import- 
ance to a large and growing city, as it affords the people 
places for outdoor recreation, besides its use as an educational 
feature. These facts are borne out by the greatly increased 
number of sightseers who yearly visit the parks and the large 
number of students who go there for the study of botany, 
etc. 

The general superintendent's report in detail and the 
engineer's report for the past fiscal year, together with the 
secretary's financial report from July 1, 1901 to June 30, 1902 
are hereto annexed and become a part of this report.

To the Honorable^ the Commissiofier of 
Parks and Boulevards : 

Dear Sir : — I herewith present to you in detail a report 
of the work accomplished under my supervision in improving- 
and maintaining" the city parks and boulevards during the 
past fiscal year. 

The roadways were thoroug"hly wet and rolled 

J^^^. • and the most needed sections were resurfaced 

Boulevard: , ^ , , , ^ 

with crushed cobble for as great a distance as 

the appropriation would permit of. The cobble during the 
past year has been obtained from streets and alleys that have 
been repaved, at a low cost and then crushed by the park 
commission's crusher, which brought the actual cost of ma- 
terial to a minimum, and thereby rendered the cost of resur- 
facing much cheaper than the same could be contracted for. 

The Eastern Grand Boulevard was resurfaced from Jefferson 
avenue to Waterloo street from two to four inches, as the 
grade required, comprising an area of about 22,537 square 
yards ; also from Medbury avenue to Sargent street or about 
13,350 square yards. These sections being thoroughly wet 
and spread with small crushed stone, then dressed with a 
course of limestone screenings which, when well rolled, 
afforded a binding, made a fine and smooth roadway, yet 
light and practically noiseless. This added very largely to 
the general appearance of these sections of the boulevard. 

37 
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I would earnestly recommend a liberal allowance each year 
for this purpose until the boulevard is entirely completed. 

There were built two roadway intersections at Theodore 
and also two at Frederick street, and built to a g-rade which 
will conform to streets connecting" therewith, in accordance 
with the city plan. The entire pavement was built from 
sub-g-rade to finish with crushed cobble and dressed with a 
sufficient quantity of limestone to bind ; therefore insuring^ 
a macadam roadway that will, in the future, require very 
little resurfacing to maintain it.

Medina curbing- was used in place of limestone, it being- 
my opinion and from general observation, a more proper 
material on account of its being harder than limestone ; 
therefore being less liable to break or chip off in the wear 
occasioned in the turning of corners. These four roadwa}' 
intersections comprising an area of 876.20 square yards have 
been completed. 

In a furtherance to completing the boulevard, walk inter- 
sections 8,437 square feet were laid at such points as were 
considered most needed, and I would earnestly recommend an 
appropriation for the completion of the same, as the plank 
walks are fast becoming defective and necessarily dangerous. 

There were 80 elm trees, eight to ten inches in diameter, 
planted at different points along the boulevard, taking the 
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place of small ones ; these were put in at a cost of $5.00 each. 
The principal object of the change being- to make the line of 
trees more uniform. A great portion of the old trees were 
spaded and manured. Many have been found to be planted 
too deep and so to relieve them of this condition, it was 
found necessary to remove from ten to eighteen inches from 
around them to give them more air. 

All along the northern boulevard, the shrubbery between 
the driveways has been changed from long, straggling and 
narrow scrolls and clusters at intersections and at various

points between intersections, no particular attention being 
given to their respective families, but varieties clustered to 
create the best possible landscape effect. This change of 
planting, together with the fine condition of the lawns afford 
a view, the beauty of which is beyond expression. 

A complete surface water system was laid between Fort 
street and Dix avenue, with an ample pressure at each hy- 
drant to permit of a lawn sprinkler being placed on two or 
more of the sections at one time, thus enabling a care-taker 
to water all the lawns in his section practically at one time. 
There was $200 appropriated for hydrant gates, and when 
the surface water system was put in, six hydrants used for 
filling road sprinklers, that originally stood directly in front 
of private residences, were moved to the center lawns and 
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independent g-ates were placed on them. This was done not 
only in carrying- forward the surface water system, but also 
to avoid the nuisance they occasioned to people livings in their 
immediate vicinity. 




In the center lawn between Porter street and Shady 
Lane, there was a tool house built of brick; the location 
taken offered an unusual advantage in a natural knoll, being- 
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of sufficient heig-ht to permit same to be entirely hidden from 
view. The entrance or descending- walk, the banks of which 
are protected by a brick wall, is to be planted with crimson 
rambler roses, shrubbery or small flowering- plants, which 
will completely hide same from public view. More shelters 
of this kind (or changed in design as the location would re- 
quire) should be erected along the boulevard, and also in 
small parks, for the safety from theft of lawn mowers^ rakes, 
hose and other tools required in the care of same. 

The 5958 trees valued at $119,160.00, as well as the 6975 
shrubs, vauled at $10,462.50, were well manured and mulched, 
and the dead wood entirely cut out, the shrubs particularly 
showing a benefit from it, as they have never shown such a 
thrifty growth in any one season. 

The lawns on the boulevard were, in former years, not 
kept cut as lawns, but the grass was allowed to grow to hay 
and harvested; but during the last season the commissioner 
purchased nine hand and two horse lawn mowers, which have 
been in constant use in keeping nearly one hundred acres on 
grass on the boulevard as lawns. This work necessarily con- 
siderably increased the maintenance, but one needs but to see 
the boulevard to appreciate the care it has received. In or- 
der to keep the grass as a lawn, as it has been the past sea- 
son, it will be necessary that a more liberal appropriation be 
given, and any improvement so universally appreciated by the 
public should not be overlooked. It is believed by many that 
the neat and tidy appearance of the boulevard has stimulated 
the building of residences along that thoroughfare. 

Bridge No. 11, on Inselruhe Road, was 
• o nt • ^^^^^ ^f steel and paving brick with stone 

copings and trimmings; about 300 cubic 
yards of filling was required to bring roads to a grade. 

Bridge No. 10 was completed and required a filling of 800 
cubic yards to bring approaches to a perfect grade. 

One feature of improvement made upon Belle Isle park, 
that is attracting more than ordinary attention, particularly 
among horsemen, is the macadam surfaced pavement con- 
structed on Central avenue, between the casino bridge and 
Inselruhe avenue. The foundation is of slag with a depth 
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of twelve inches, with crushed cobble for a bed, dressed with 
limestone which, when sprinkled, makes a smooth and firm 
roadbed and practically noiseless. This roadway comprises 
about 2,500 square yards and was constructed at an expense 
of about seventy-five cents per square yard. 

Another macadam roadway was built near the ostrich 
shelter, extending* from Central avenue south to bridge over 
Swan lake, having- an area of 458 square yards. 

There were also about eighty square yards of walk built 
around the ostrich shelter. Both these roads and walks are 
built of the same material and in the same manner as the 
Central avenue roadway.

A drinking fountain of ornamental tufa rock was built 
near the bridge approach with an ice receptacle of three tons 
capacity, which takes the place of an unsightly ice water 
tank. This fountain, in its rustic design and its ornamental 
planting, (which was built entirely in accordance with your 
design,) adds greatly to the appearance to visitors on entering- 
the park. 
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Another drinking fountain, made of the same material but 
being of a different architectural design, was built near the 
bear pit, each fountain being fitted with ten faucets, thus 
affording an adequate supply for emergencies such as occurs 
on holidays and when large picnic parties take possession of 
the park. 

I take great pleasure in stating, that to you is due great 
credit in the introduction of this style of ornamental rustic 
fountains upon Belle Isle, as the first of this nature brought 
into use in this country. 

A rustic shelter was built on the island in Swan lake, 
which not only serves as a shelter but in its odd architectural 
design adds to the picturesque appearance of the surroundings. 

The work of cleaning lake Takoma was taken up in the 
late fall, and about 8,300 cubic yards of mucky clay was re- 
moved to give the lake a sufficient depth to create a good 
current. The handling of this material was, owing to the 
sticky nature of the soil, rendered extremely hazardous. 
Much of this material was used in grading up the shores of 
the islands in the lake which, when riprapped with cobble, 
will not only insure their remaining intact, but greatly adds 
to the landscape effect. A quantity of the material was also 
used to fill in at new bridges, to bring roads to a proper 
grade, also in grading around the new greenhouses. 

Just west of bridge No. 10 is a small island, the water on 
the north side of which was stagnant, owing to its peculiar 
situation to the current. This offensive portion was filled in, 
taking about 1,700 cubic yards of the excavation of this lake, 
which will unquestionably be the cause of removing a con- 
siderg-ble resistance to, and occasion a more direct current, to 
the lake generally. There still remains a quantity of this 
excavation, which will be used in grading around the 
aquarium and horticultural building. 

Loop canal, from the channel bank of the river south to 
the ferry dock, to within a few feet of bridge No. 2, was 
dredged to a depth of five feet. It was at first contemplated 
to do this work between ferry dock and the bridge by hand 
labor, but owing to the depth required to obtain a proper cur- 
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rent, it was found more economical to dredge it. From this 
work there was 6,378 cubic yards of dirt taken out, which 
was used in filling- up the uneven shore at the west end of the 
island and around bridges to fill up washouts, it being- of 
such a sticky nature that it will withstand the action of the 
currents. This portion, when the same has settled sufl&-

ciently to permit, will be seeded and will add greatly to the 
appearance of this end of the island, which is so admired by 
thousands who daily view same from the casino. I would 
seriously recommend that portion or west end of island be ex- 
tended for a distance of about 300 feet to bring same to a more 
rounding shape, which when riprapped would avoid the wear 
occasioned by the currents coming together from both chan- 
nels. This portion of the Loop canal, particularly in 
the vicinity of the boat house, has been for a year practically 
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unaavig-able from the growth of weeds that also seriously in- 
terfered with the current through the canal. Much can be 
said of the benefits obtained in deepening the outlets of the 
canals, as your theory has proven a success over the former 
way of deepening the inlets. It has been clearly demon- 
strated that the opening of the outlets, by the action of the 
currents on either side of the island, has created a draft to 
the canal, and consequently a clear body of water is the re- 
sult. The current will, however, be much improved when 
Loop canal is deepened between bridges 2 and 7. 

Much was added to improve the water system of the park. 
The six-inch main extending from the main bridge, and run- 
ning west between the boat and bath houses, was connected 
to the main on opposite side of canal, thus giving a better 
pressure to either side. When this connection was made, ad- 
ditional gates were put in to permit of the main being shut 
off in short sections in case of leaks or breaks. To the sur- 
face water system in the lawn in the vicinity of the casino, 
as directed by you, were added 686 feet of two-inch pipe, with 
branches of 380 feet of one-inch pipe, with its sprinkling hy- 
drants placed 100 feet apart, does much toward saving the la- 
bor in caring for hundreds of feet of hose to care for 
the shrubs. 

Six hundred and ten feet of 4-inch main was laid along 
Inselruhe avenue, connecting with the 6-inch main south of 
Central avenue and running south to lake Takoma, which is 
for the water supply to the new greenhouse and aquarium 
and horticultural building. A 4-inch hydrant was placed in 
rear of these buildings. 

The athletic field which was taken up by the horticultural 
building and aquarium was moved to a certain section east, 
on the south side of the island between Vista avenue and 
Nashua canal, formerly used as a race track. This space was 
graded, a 12-inch main drain running from Vista avenue to 
Nashua canal, a distance of 2,000 feet. There were four 
base ball diamonds constructed, the running courses of which 
were excavated to a depth of 12 inches, tile drained and filled 
with slag, with a top dressing of sandy loam. This athletic 
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field affords ample space for four base ball diamonds, football, 
croquet grounds and tennis courts. 

The maintenance of Belle Isle park is considerable, owing 
to the thousands who visit this park daily. The lawns were 
kept clean and cut short and many of the walks were resur- 
faced and in a general way kept in an excellent condition. 

One new greenhouse was erected in which only the most 
modern heating and ventilating apparatus was used. 

Much was accomplished during the past year in 
a mer improvements in this park. Sixty large and shapely 
elm trees, ranging from 8 to 10 inches in diameter 
were planted fifty feet apart on each side of the parkway, 
from Woodward avenue west to a point where the road forks 
and turns to the north and south, of which of this number 
but two died. For this purpose a tree-carrying wagon was 
purchased and with a result that these large trees were carted 
and planted at a cost of $4.50 each, while if the same had 
been contracted for, would have cost from $15.00 to $18.00 
each. 

About 5,500 square yards of roadway was constructed on 
the south side of this park ; this section completed the road 
from the parkway to the casino and was built of gravel, using 
the coarser part for the foundation and finishing with a fine 
gravel. As soon as the weather would permit this spring, a 
fourteen ton roller was brought into requisition and the road 
thoroughly rolled, and all other roads and walks given the 
same treatment. 

A great portion of the dead wood was cut out of the trees, 
particularly the larger and most dangerous ones and would 
have been entirely cleaned out, had the funds permitted of it. 

A surface water pipe was extended from the main on the 
north side of the park to the nursery grounds, that the shrubs 
and trees might be cared for during the hot, dry months, 
and one needs only to see the progress made last season to 
appreciate the result obtained. 

-J ^ During the past year, the stock of cuttings and 

shrubs have been greatly increased m the propa- 
gating house. There were 39,117 cuttings, etc., planted in 
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the nursery from the propag-ating house and 14,585 bedding 
plants set out in the park and various points on the boulevard 
and many of the small parks. Following" is an inventory of 
the stock in the nursery :

The lawns thai have been soiided were kept cut short from 
the boirinnini^ of the season. The portion of lawn not graded 
has also been cut frcqiienily to exterminate the weeds, this 
portion when n>Hod and seeded often during the season will 
promote a gcxni lawn. 

According to the appropriation allowed, there 
was constructed a cement walk east and west 
throus^h the section at Alexandrine avenue, 
also the north and south intersection walks taking the place 
of gravel walks, which will be well appreciated by people 
having to cross there, particularly during the wet spring- 
months.

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The shrubs were well manured and mulched in the early 
part of the season and carefully pruned, to obtain the desired 
effects from their respectively located clusters.

Park a • rolled, this being- again necessary, owing- 

to the quantity of weeds growing from 

the manuring given last season. 

The ground was graded to an even slope and thoroughly 
rolled. Two sections having an area of 2,105 square yards, 
were sodded. These sections in particular have added greatly 
to the appearance of this parkway. The small elm trees, 
about fifty in number, removed from the boiilevdrd were set 
out in this parkway, making the expense simply of planting 
the same. 

There was also 1,200 feet of surface water pipe put in, 
with the necessary connections and blow off cocks for drain- 
ing same. This will assist greatly to the maintaining of the 
lawns and trees. 

Campau An appropriation was allowed su£Scient to permit 
ParK : of very needed improvements. 

The old fountain basin, together with the ancient archi- 
tectural design of fountain was removed and a more modern 
basin constructed, this being built of cobblestone, grouted with 
cement. The outer edge of this basin is built of large bould- 
ers, and when planted with water growing vines will give a 
very pleasing effect to the park. 

The water pressure being inadequate to supply both fount- 
ain and sprinkling system, a larger connection was made 
with the Mullett street main, and 108 feet of 4-inch main 
laid in the park. In accordance with your wishes, a geyser 
was made and placed in the fountain, which affords a most 
beautiful water display. 

The plank walks on the east and west sides of the park, 
running north and south, were taken up and the space graded 
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and seeded. In the contemplation of this park during- the 
coming* year receiving cement walks, no further work has 
been done.

The drinking fountain in the west part was 
p'rR^ ^*''^"* completed, the ice receptacle of which has a 

capacity of two and one-half tons, requires 
filling but twice a week. 

It was found necessary to take up part of the drain from 
the fountain, and the crock was relieved from its condition. 
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A growth of fine tree roots, about fifty feet in length, was re- 
moved therefrom that had grown to nearly the size of the 
crock. 

I would recommend for your consideration the use in the 
future of iron pipe with caulked joints. 

The lawns were graded in many places to conform to the 
walks, particularly along Woodward avenue, and were re- 
sodded. The beds were artistically planted with a variety of 
flowering plants. 

There is no other park on the system 
Opera Houae Lawn: ^^^^ attracts more public attention than 
the opera houes lawn with the beautiful granite and marble 
structure, the '* Merrill" fountain in its center, which was a 
gift to the city by ex-Senator and Mrs. Palmer. This foun- 
tain was entirely completed, and the lawns in many places 
were resodded, and to do justice to this handsome structure, 
the small shrubs were removed and large beds of flowering 
plants substituted. Much attention is paid to its being well 
cared for. 

Too much could not be said of the appearance 
wen ar : j^ ^^^ result of the improvements made in this 
park. The grade to fill up the hollow portion of the park, 
as determined by you, was carried out, requiring about 5,900 
cubic yards of earth. This filling was done between the out- 
side walks and from the intersection of the walks at lower 
end, to the first terrace at north end of park. The principal 
object of raising the grade was to conform as nearly as possi- 
ble to the grades of the adjoining property when the same 
shall have been built on, thereby insuring that all further 
improvements, such as sodding and planting of trees and 
shrubs, will be permanent ones. The change in the grade 
has made the park visible from either side of Jefferson ave- 
nue for its entire length. This, together with your ideas 
contemplated for a display fountain with careless winding 
walks to permit of appropriate planting, when completed, 
will make this park one of the most attractive in the sys- 
tem. 
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A section of about 2,100 square yards was dressed with 
rich loam and sodded. Elm trees four to six inches in diam- 
eter were planted along* each side of walks, they being* larg^ 
enoug-h to afford shade in a short time. 

About 6,000 cubic yards of filling- was added to the above, 
on the east side extending* about 70 feet, and on the west side 
about 120 feet into the river, which will not only add in 
acreage but will, when completed, be a feature to this park.

This, like all other parks, received its due 
amount of care. A connection was made to the 
main water pipe to add two inches more pressure to the foun- 
tain. A new circle was made and brass sprays used in place

of iron. These sprays, having a knuckle joint, offer an op- 
portunity for changing the display at various times during 
the season. 
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A portion of the walks were resurfaced and all edged, and 
the lawns resodded where needed. 



^, Two cement walks are built through

p j^. each of these parks, running east and 

west, and connecting with streets on 
each side; this is an improvement much to be appreciated as 
the gravel walks that formerly existed were almost impassa- 
ble at certain seasons of the year. 

A change was made in the surface water system, whereby 
one more connection was added in each park to permit of the 
lawns being cared for with much less hose. 



The lawns were well cared for, being 
Boston Boulevard: kept cut close and well watered. The 
shrubs were pruned and beds graded. The thick clusters of 
rose bushes in their present state of bloom, make a most 
beautiful landscape effect. 



CI R Park* '^^^^ park, with the appropriation allowed, 
received its due amount of improvements, 
one in particular was the change made in the west lake, 
which was entirely in accordance with your suggestions. 
This lake, lying west of the roadway, when drained was 
found to be just as you suspected, in an unsanitary condi- 
tion, the cause of which was due principally to the nature of 
the soil, and the manner in which it was drained. Its water 
supply and only manner of drainage came through two 24-inch 
crocks, laid under roadway adjoining both lakes. This lake 
bed was cleaned out, taking from six to twelve inches in 
depth, or about 400 cubic yards, to bring same to an even 
grade. A tile drain was placed through the center of same; 
an average of about six inches of slag was spread and well 
tamped, upon which a concrete bed was constructed to within 
twelve feet of the shore line, this space being paved with 
cobble and grouted with cement. All points of land that 
projected into the lake at various places were cut off, and the 
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little bays that would have a tendency to interfere with a 
proper circulation of water were filled in, which required 
about 500 cubic yards of earth. All dead trees in the vicinity 
of the lake were cut down and stumps taken out. The road- 
way between the lakes was widened from 25 to 50 feet, this 
point being" the intersection of four roads with its generous 
amount of planting" of high growing shrubbery on the east 
side of the roadway, made it extremely dang-erous. The

shrubbery was taken up and planted on opposite side of road- 
way. An overflow was placed at each end of the lake, the 
easterly one draining through a six-inch crock laid under the 
east lake to manhole, affording an opportunity of draining 
the lakes independently of each other. Each lake has also 
an independent water supply from a two-inch pipe. 

The water main entering the park from Porter street was 
connected with the Clark avenue main, and 325 feet of four- 
inch pipe being thus added to the system, which makes a 
complete circulation and will increase the pressure throug-h 
the entire park. 
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The drinking- fountains were repaired, also the floors in 
the toilet rooms and tool house. The roads and walks were 
edged up and crowned, which gives the park a neat 
appearance. 

All the smaller city parks, viz. Cadillac, 
Other City ParKa: Capitol, City Hall, Clinton, Macomb, 
Medbury, Stanton, Washington, Voigt and West parks were 
unusually well cared for this season. All shrubbery was 
fertilized and pruned and a great deal of attention devoted to 
the cutting of the lawns. The walks in many of them were 
resurfaced with limestone screenings, and a profuse amount 
of planting done in the nature of plants having a tendency of 
flowering during the entire season which, according- to the 
number of favorable comments that are daily received, indi- 
cates that this style of planting- meets with public approval 
generally. 

I am pleased to state to you that the expressions from all 
with whom I have come in contact were none but words of 
praise for you in the manner in which the parks and boule- 
vards have been maintained the past year.

Dear Sir: — Following is an account of the work done in 
my department during the past year: 

Surveys, calculations and plans were prepared for con- 
demnation proceedings in the extension of the Grand Boule- 
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vard from Fort street to the channel bank of the Detroit 
river, showing" in detail the right of way to be acquired, and 
also the descriptions of each individual parcel of property. 

There was also a survey, plans and descriptions of prop- 
erty purchased for an athletic field to Clark park, tog-ether 
with the necessary proceedings for the vacation of the streets 
and alleys taken therein.

Grades were set on all drains, roads and walks constructed 
on the system, which were set to conform in every detail with 
the city grades. Grades were also set on all surface water 
pipe laid, that the same may be perfectly drained off in the 
fall. 

A survey of a portion of Lafayette Boulevard was made, 
being between Griswold street and Trumbull avenue, show- 
ing intricate details of all buildings, walks, trees, etc. that 
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are located or encroach on same, this to be mapped and bound 
in book form. 

The sectional maps of Belle Isle park, heretofore bound 
in book form, showing the details of the water and electric 
conduit, together with the drainage and locations of building 
was brought to date. 

Bridge No. 11 was laid out, grade and offset stakes placed 
at the corners of the bridge, etc. 

The aquarium and horticultural building was laid out, 
grade and offset stakes being placed at all intersections of 
the buildings. 

A survey was made of Atkinson park by request of the 
commissioner, and permanent monuments of stone, six inches 
square, were set for corners. 

In addition to the park records was added one volume, 
comprising maps of the entire system of small parks, which 
is in detail like those formerly made of Belle Isle park and 
the Grand Boulevard. These books of parks not only serve 
as a matter of record of the improvements made from year to 
year, but by their details of water supply and drainage, the 
gates, stop cocks and drainage valves (owing to the variety 
in use occasioned by improvements), explicitly states the 
manner of using same, that there be, in a change of admin- 
istration, left a public record of how these systems are con- 
structed and controlled, which is fast becoming complicated. 
These records will require attention that the same may be 
brought up to date each year.
